WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP)— 
Fundamental changes in the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board were 
Charted today by a legal gtaff 

under Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
and Representative Hartley 
(Rep.), New Jersey, 

Hartley told a reporter the 
Senate and House conferees on 
the labor bill have agreed to make 
the NLRB primarily a judicial 
body and put its investigating and 
prosecuting functions in the hands 
of a legal official with a “degree 
of independence” from the board 
members.. The NLRB is the agen- 
cy that administers the Wagner 
Act. 

Under the proposed revision the 
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board's principal task would be 
to sit in judgment on complaints 


of unfair labor practices pre- 
sented by others. dropping most 
of its present activity in investiga- 
tion and prosecution. 


The lawyers, Jerry Reilly, 
Harvey Shroyer and Jerry Mor- 
gan, worked al] day putting into 
precise language the results of 
many tentative agreements on 
labor legislation made to date by 
the 10-man House-Senate confer- 
ence committee. 

By Tuesday they expect to have 
a single bill in print for the con- 
ferees‘to act on. The issues still 
in disagreement—and that means 
most of the important ones—will 
be printed two ways for the mem- 
bers to compare. The conferees 
hope to complete their work a 


Hartley outlined the NLRB set- 
up already agreed on as follows: 

1. Its membership will be in- 
creased from three to five or’ 
seven, Thus the Republican- 
controlled ‘Senate may have an 
opportunity to confirm or dis- 
approve a majority of the board. 

2. The job of general counsel 
will be abolished and a new 
legal position will be created 
with a salary of $12,000 a year, 
the same as board members 
receive. The new legal officer 
will investigate and prosecute 
unfair labor practices on his 
own initiative. His appointment 
must have Senate approval. 

3. All present NLRB regional 
directors and those appointed in 
the future must be confirmed by 
the Senate. 

The present Senate bill would 
give NLRB regional attorneys the 
authority to ask for temporary in-

— to block alleged unfair 


practices pending an NLRB 
decision. But Hartley said the 
mew agreement would give this 
authority, only to the regional di- 
rectors—men confiremd by the 


Senate. 
Bar on Public Employe Strikes. 

The Senate group agreed late 
yesterday to accept a House provi- 
sion which outlaws strikes by 
-, Government employes. They went 
along also with the House on a sec- 
tion prohibiting expenditures or 
contributions by unions.for na- 
tional elections or primaries. 

In exchange, Taft said, the 
House probably will agree to a 
congressional study of the entire 
field of labor-management rela- 
tions, a provision of the Senate 
bill.

At least 100 will be cited after 
reinspection, Reeves estimated. 
He said he believed a few of these 
will be reinspected in time to pre- 
sent the cases to the Board at its 
next meeting on Tuesday morning. 
Because no apparent effort has 
been made to comply with the or- 
dinance, he said that among the 
first would be the restaurant in 
the basement of City Hall. 
Revocation of the license would 
take about a week after the cita- 
tion. This may cause the restau- 
rant to close earlier than the July 
1 deadline set yesterday by the 
Comptroller's .office, | 
Deputy Comptroller Ray C. 
Schroeder said yesterday he had 
asked for vacation of the. premises 
by that date. The restaurant now 
is operated by William J. Maher, 
a blind man.

Banshee Designed for 
Carrier Operation—De- 
scribed as Most Power- 
ful Single-Seater. 


By DAVE WALLIN 
Of the Post-Dispatch Staff. 
A new twin-jet plane, designed 
for aircraft carrier operation and 
described as the most powerful 
American single-seat fighter plane, 
has been built and successfully 
test-flown for the Navy at the 
McDonnell Aircraft Corp. plant at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field, it was an- 
nounced last night. RS NS Eh 
Bearing the name Banshee and 
the Navy numerical designation 
XF2D-1, the plane is rated in the 
600-mile-an-hour class. Its outward 
appearance is much like a larger 
version of the company’s Phantom 
which was the first carrier-based, 
all-jet powered plane accepted by 
the Navy, and which is now in pro- 
duction at the plant at the airport. 

Actually, however, the Banshee 
is an entirely new plane, engi- 
neer around a new . Westing- 
housé axial-flow jet engine. Each 
of the plane’s two engines is 24 
inches in diameter and, at an alti- 
tude of about 35,000 feet and a 
speed of 600 miles an hour, the two 
engines develop a total of about 
6000 horsepower for propulsive 
purposes. 

At high speeds the Banshee’s en- 
gines develop more total horse- 
power than do those of a four- 
engine bomber such as the B-29 
Superfortress, a company spokes- 
man said, At an altitude of 35,000 
feet, he added, the pilot can fly 
at the critical a speed with 
throttle drawn back to idling po- 
sition. At low speeds, a large pro- 
portion of the horsepower devel- 
oped by jet engines is consumed in 
compressing air so the fuel will 
burn properly. 

Close-Up at 550-Mile Clip. 

The first public performance of 
the plane was given at the -Mc- 
Donnell plant last Wednesday for 
newspaper and radio representa- 
tivés, when Robert M. Edholm, 
chief test pilot for the company, 
put the craft through some of its 
paces. 

Ending a shallow glide from 
3500 feet at an.altitude of less 
than 200 | feet, holm and the 
Banshee roared the length of the 
6000-foot runway at the airport at 
a speed shown by instruments in 
the .plane to be more than 550 
miles an hour. Then in a moderate 
climb, the plane shrank to a speck 
in the sky. ‘ 

“I kept the ship throttled back 
in the glide so I wouldn't pick. up 
any, speed from the loss of alti- 
tude,” Edholm told reporters after 
landing. “The, pass over the field 
was ‘ust about a level flight per- 
formance, I still had about one- 
third throttle power left. 

“The climb wasn’t the sharpest 
I could’ have made, but I had 
about 10,000 feet in less than 20 
seconds. The air speed indicator 
showed 350 miles an hour then,

What Clark will attempt to do 
is to have a federal court rule 
that the Federal Government 
should protect the life of an indi- 
vidual from mob action, He ex- 
plained that it had ‘not been deter- 
mined in the recent South Carolina 
trial that a state law officer was 
involved in the mob. If that had 
been so, he said, the case would 
have fallen within civil liberty 
statutes. 

If there is a ruling that the 
right of life free from mob action 
is a federal matter, he then will 
bring civil liberties violation 
charges against the South Caro- 
lina defendants.

Four other 
British soldiers, including a cap- 
tain, were kidnaped, but have been 
reported released,

Ordi- 
narily, the railroad would be re- 
quired to replace the stones after

Meyers asked the railroad, how- 
ever, to pour concrete in the 20- 
footh swath.

“This will give the city a traffic 
relief route for Third street 
through the downtown area,” he 
said.

ABUNDANCE BRINGS 
COLLAPSE IN PRICE 
OF FLOWERS HERE 


Recent favorable weather condi- 
tions have produced such an 
abundance of flowers in St, Louis 
gardens that St. Louisans in quest 
of flowers are going no_ farther 
than their back yards, florists said 
yesterday. Flower prices have 
collapsed temporarily as a result, 
they reported. 

Roses, which sold for 20 to 45 
cents each only a short time ago, 
are now slow-moving items at 1 
and 2 cents.each since the market 
was flooded with many varieties. 

However, the wholesale price of 
orchids which reached a low of 
38 cents in March, has climbed to 
$1.75 and $4, and the demand for 
the exotic flower remains steady, 
florists said. 

Because the roses and garden 
flowers are all blooming at once, 
creating an almost unlimited sup- 
ply which greatly exceeds normal 
demand, florists predict prices 
will steadily increase when the 
blooms begin to fade this week.

CHICAGO, May 24 (UP)—Fire- 
men and policemen today patrolled 
the lobby of a 73-year-old hotel, 
built shortly after the Chicago fire, 
in an attempt to keep new guests 
from registering.

‘ SALT LAKE CITY, May 24 
(UP)—Chief Petty Officer Peter 
Tomich didn’t have a home in the 
United States for 20 years. He 
didn’t have a state he could boast 
about, He didn’t even have a 
family. His only address was: 
“Care Fleet Postmaster, United 
States Navy.” 
But, after Dec. 7, 1941, when 
Tomich wasn’t here to see it, all 
the 48 states were proud of him. 
Chief Tomick died that day in 
the boiler room of the battleship 
Utah. He knew the Utah was cap- 
sizing. But he secured the boilers 
and made sure all his buddies 


down below got topside O.K. He 


stayed too long, and in 1942 Presi- 
dent Roosevelt posthumously 
awarded him the Congressional 
Medal of Honor. 

Ever since the Navy has been 
looking in vain for a relative to 
accept the médal.

Agree to Print Sunday Papers. 

At 4:15 p.m. the assistant fore 
man of the Post-Dispatch press- 
room notified the management 
that the pressmen were willing to 
print the Sunday editions of this 
newspaper. Earlier in the after- 
noon they had refused to proceed 
with printing of the Saturday edi- 
tions, in the face of an order from 
the executive board of the local 
union, 

The Star-Times printed about 
15,000 copies of its first edition 
esterday, the City Edition, before 
he pressmen there refused to 
work with the story about their 
union in the paper. Shortly after 
4:15 p.m. the Star-Times issued 
about 24,000 copies of its last local 
edition and printed a mail edition. 

The issue did not arise at the 
same time for the Globe-Demo- 
crat, a morning paper, which, 
however, announced during the 
day that it would run a news 
account of the trouble with the 
pressmen if it published at all. 
The managements of both the 
Post-Dispatch and Star-Times de- 
clared, in statements, that they 
would not submit to unlon censor- 
fAhip of the news. 

Board Orders Men Back. 

The local union's executive 
board, meeting yesterday after- 
noon at union headquarters in the 
Title Guaranty Building, 706 
Chestnut street, ordered the press- 
men of the two afternoon news- 
papers to go back to work, a 
spokesman announced. However, 
the units of the union at each 
newspaper plant, called chapels, 
met in the respective pressrooms 
of the Post-Dispatch and Star- 
Times thereafter to discuss this 
order. 

The Post-Dispatch group meet- 
ing first, voted unanimously, it 
was announced, to refuse to run 
the presses if the article in ques- 
tion was to appear in the news- 
paper. The decision of the Post- 
Dispatch pressmen to work on the 
Sunday editions was made known 
about a quarter of an hour after 
normal closing time for the last 
afternoon edition of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Following the pressmen’s meet- 
ing at the Post-Dispatch, one was 
held at the Star-Times. The Star- 
Times management announced, as 
normal time for their last edition 
of the day approached, that their 
pressmen had expressed willing- 
ness to print the Star-Times 
containing nws of the union 
difficulty, but then had decided 
that they would not do so, because 
of the negative decision of the 
Post-Dispatch chapel. A_ short 
time later, however, the Star- 
Times was able to get out a 
partial run of its last edition. 

The Post-Dispatch was able to 
print certain early sections of its 
Sunday edition during the day 
because its pressmen had no ob- 
jection to this run, which con- 
tained no reference to the diffi- 
culty with the union. However, 
operation of the presses for these 
sections was delayed for about 35 
minutes during the Post-Dispatch 
chapel session. About half an 
hour after the refusal of the Post- 
Dispatch chapel to proceed with 
the Saturday editions, the man- 
agement of this newspaper stopped 
printing of the Sunday sections, 
with nearly two hours’ run un- 
printed. The crew of these presses 
was requested to stand by, and 
about 4:15 p.m. printing of these 
sections was resumed. 

Objection at Presstime. 

The first knowledge of the 
pressmen’s attitude about the 
news article came at 11 a.m... yes- 
terday, when the City Edition, 
first of the day, should have gone 
to press. The pressmen then 
made known their objection te 
this news account.

The St. Louis chapter of the 
Friends of the Land, a non- 
profit and nonpartisan organiza- 
tion whose object is conservation 
of soil,. rain and man, had its 
first outing of the year at Leon- 
ard Hall’s 200-acre Possum Trot 
Farm, 93 miles south of St. Louis 
on Highway 21, Friday. Hall’s ar- 
ticles on farm life appear in the 
Post-Dispatch. 

The outing was made eventful 
by chiggers, which constituted 
themselves close friends of the 
Friends for the day; a few ripped- 
trousers on the barbed-wire fence 
protecting Hall’s big frog pond 
from the possible inroads of his 
herd of 40 head of beef cattle, and 
heavy rain that opened up on the 
Friends in an open meadow. 

A popular highlight was the 
country dinner provided the 350 
visitors by the 40 women of the 
Ladies’ Aid Society of the Method- 
ist Church of Belleview, five miles 
from Hall’s farm, on the church 
lawn.

TAX EXEMPTIONS 


Millikin Opposes McClel- 
lan Proposal to Take 
8,000,000 or More Off 
Rolls. 


WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP)— 
Senator Millikin (Rep.), Colorado, 
predicted today the Senate would 
turn down proposals to increase 
income tax exemptions and apply 
community property laws general- 
ly at this session, Millikin, chair- 


man of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, told a reporter he feels 
that such changes “more properly 


in a bill to give taxpayers imme- 
diate relief. 

Senator McClellan (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas, introduced the proposals 
yesterday as a substitute for the 
committee’s own measure which 
would pare levies 30 to 10.5 per 
cent in various brackets and cut 
about four billion dollars off one 
year’s tax receipts. ; 

McClellan’s two amendments, 
which he estimates would save tax- 
payers $3,800,000,000, would: 

1—Increase personal exemp- 
tions to $750 for single and $1500 
for married persons and keep 
the present $500 exemption for 
each dependent. Present ~ law 
provides a $500 exemption for 
both single and married men, 
plus $500 dependency exemp- 
tions. 

2—Permit husbands in all 
states to split theix incomes with 
their wives for tax purposes. The 

Government now recognizes this 
right only in the nine communi- 
ty property states of Arizona, 
California, Idaho, Louisiana, Ne- 
_vada, New Mexico, Oklahoma, 
Texas and Washington. A state 
bill adding Oregon to this list 

becomes effective July 5. 

McClellan estimated his exemp- 
tion amendment would save the 
taxpayers three billion dollars and 
remove eight to nine: million per- 
sons from the tax rolls. He figured 
the split-income proposal would 
save another $800,000,000. 

He said the taxpayers in the 
community property states saved 
$176,000,000 last year by dividing 
incomes. and thus paying smaller 
taxes. This advantage should eith- 
er be extended to all states, he 
said, or wiped out.

FOR BLOOD PLASMA 


Chemical From Stone and 
Coke Said ‘to Have Saved 
. Thousands of Lives, 


EDGEWOOD ARSENAL, \Md., 
May 24 (UP)—German scientists 
made a chemical substitute for 
blood plasma out of stone in World 
War II and used it to. save thou- 
sands of lives, army chemical 
corps officers revealed today. 

The Germans produced a drug 


called .periston from  acetaline, 
which in turn was produced by 
them from limestone and coke. 


They used this drug as a sub- 
stitute for blood plasma in the 
treatment of shock and wounds, 
and in transfusions. They told 
American chemical officers it was 
used 300,000 times on about 40,000 
patients. The chemical is a yel- 
low solid which is dissolved in a 
solution and inserted into the 
veins of the patient. 

Blood plasma ‘was produced in 
this pnd ns during the war from 
whole blood gathered tediously 
through the donations of millions 
of Americans.

INSECURITY FEELING 
REPORTED COMMON 
TO ANTI-SEMITES 


NEW YORK, May 24 (AP)—Ab- 
normal anxieties and feelings of 
insecurity—mostly about their own 
personalities — are common to 
anti-Semiftic persons, the Amer- 
ican Psychiatric Association was 
told yesterday, 

A study of 25 psychoanalysts 
was reported by Drs. Nathan W. 
Ackerman and Marie Jahoda, of 


New York City, who said it was 
based on examinations of life his- 
tories, emotions and mentalities of 
16 men and 11 women who were 
openly anti-Semitic. Five of those 
chosen, the report said, were Jews 
by birth. 

The psychoanalysts concluded 
that certain emotional predisposi- 
tions underlie anti-Semitism, and 
that the same predispositions 
might account for other racial or 
religious prejudices. 

They said these 27 persons 
furthermore were types likely to 
be easily led by propaganda and 
pressure groups. 

Not one of the group of 27, the 
report stated, had completely 
happy and well-adjusted fathers 
and mothers.

Administration officials ‘were 
said to be making detailed price 
and profit studies of basic indus- 
tries, including construction, steel] 
and automobiles. When the fig- 
ures are completed, Truman will 
get down to cases with individual 
industries which seem to him to 
be keeping prices up. 

Informed quarters said the 
President's latest campaign would 
be one of “intense moral suasion.” 
Truman has not made up his mind 
whether his appeals will be public 
or whether they will be directed 
only to the industries concerned, 
these sources said. 

The President’s previous pleas 
for lower prices have been made 
in general terms. 

Advisers’ Efforts Fail. 

Administration advisers, includ- 
ing Secretary of the Treasury 
Snyder and Secretary of Com- 
merce Harriman, have met pri- 
vately with leaders of the steel 
and construction industries, but 
they were not armed with cost 
and profits sheets and their ne- 
gotiations failed. 

Steel is regarded as a key to 
the entire price structure because 
it is a component part of numer- 
ous products. 

Building materials are twice as 
high as in 1939.

BANG’S DISEASE CONTROL BILL 
PASSES SENATE; TO GOVERNOR 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 2% 
(UP)—The Missouri Senate passed 
and sent to the Governor Thurs- 
day a bill sponsors said would cut 
down the toll undulant fever 
takes each year in Missouri. 

The legislation, handled in the 
Senate by Senator Ralph Edwin 
(Rep.), Concordia, provides for 
tightening of contrcls on cattle 
suffering from Bang’s disease, 
from which people contract undul- 
ant fever through use of infect- 
ed milk. Erdwin said 1300 cases 
of undulant fever had been re- 
ported in Greene coupty and 600 
cases in Jasper county this year.

will be studied, as well as “the 
tax exemption privileges of co- 
operatives and foundations.” 

The investigation will begin 
next fall. Ploeser named a sub- 
committee headed by Representa- 
tive Howell (Rep.), Illinois, to 
make the inquiry. Other members, 
will be Representative Hill (Rep.), 
Colorado, and Representative 
Keogh (Dem.), New York. 

The TVA inquiry, Ploeser said, 
will look into activities “which 
compete directly. with private busi- 
ness. The committee will not in- 
terest itself in electric power or 
flood control.”

* DETROIT, May 24 (AP)—The 
coal and ore freighter U. 8. Jupi- 
ter, reported in the hands of a 
pinch-hitting crew picked up in a 
Canadian port, sailed homeward 
on Lake Erie tonight with its 24 
striking seamen left in port.

They admitted beating and 
robbing Fred G. Raymer of 
Eureka, a used-car dealer, Fri- 
day afternoon on a private road 
near Valley Park. Bond for each 
.was set at $15,000. A preliminary 
hearing will be conducted June 5. 

Cooley, 34 years old, who gave 
an address in the 940 block of 
Roslan place, Overland, also ad- 
mitted robbing Thomas FE, Over- 
man, attendant at the Diamonds 
filling station, Highway 50 and 
Highway 66, on May 15, Cooley 
obtained $34 in the holdup and 
Miss Spen.er said she waited in 
an automobile during the robbery. 

She also admitted her part in 
the slugging and robbing of John 
Creely, operator of the Wellston 
Taxi Service, May 13. Creely re 
ported she ordered him to drive 
near Treecourt swimming pool, 
the scene of Friday’s robbery, 
and slugged him twice. When he 
grabbed her arm, she screamed 
and a masked, armed many ap- 
peared. He robbed Creely of $78. 

Cooley and Miss Spencer, who 
is 24, were arrested Friday after- 
noon in a culvert under Highway 
66, about two miles west of Val- 
ley Park. Cooley was shaving off 
his moustache when Police Chief 
Gus Cox and Lt. C. E. Potts and 
Trooper V. E. Maxey of the High- 
way Patrol found them.. Cooley 
carried a loaded revolver and Miss 
Spencer, who also is known as 
Lula Lillich, had a revolver in her 
handbag. Both had changed their 
clothing after the robbery of 
Raymer a few hours earlier. 


Raymer, co-owner of the Ray- 
mer Motor Co,, 2926 Gravois av- 
enue, related that Cooley and 
Miss Spencer offered to sell a 
; 1946 automobile to: him for $1500. 
Actually it was a rented machine. 
Raymer agreed to the price and 
went with them to a bank, where 
he cashed a check for that 
amount. Then they asked him to 
accompany them to Valley Park, 
where they planned to buy an- 
ther automobile. 

Raymer was driving, he contin- 
ued, when Cooley, seated beside 
him, slugged him. The machine 
went into a ditch. Raymer stag- 
gered out and Cooley produced a 
pistol, threatening to kill him if 
he resisted. Then: both Cooley and 
his woman companion pinned him 
to the ground, Raymer related, 
and tied his hands with clothes- 
line, | 
Miss Spencer searched Raymer, 
found his wallet containing $260 
but missed the $1500. When the 
robbers, left, he cut himself loose 
with a pocketknife. Cooley and 
Miss Spencer walked to Valley 
Park and there took a taxicab to 
a tavern on Highway 66 west of 
Valley Park.

Says. Western Powers MacArthur Praises New 


Must Not Support Im- 
pression They Seek Al- 
lies Against Russia.

LONDON, May 24 (UP)-—Thomas 
Mann, the famous German-born 
writer and philosopher, strongly 
criticized the Allied “race for Ger- 
many’s love” today. He said a 
federation of states would be best 
solution to the German problem. 

“T do not think the present race 
for Germany's love is at all wise,” 
Mann said, “On no account should 
the western powers support the 
impression that in a possible con- 
flict with Russia, Germany would 
be the ally of the western powers.” 
. Mann, who left Germany when 
the Nazis came to power and is 
now an American citizen, said he 
was not in favor of a western 
bloc against Russia, because “such 
a bloc would be a great danger to 
peace and the preservation of 
world peace... 

“If peace can be preserved for 
the next six or ten years, then I 
think the world will be safe and 
will have taken a great and im- 
portant step forward on the road 
to maturity,” Mann said in an 
interview. 

Says Russia Wants Peace. 

“T am not a Communist but I do 
wish an understanding between 
the Hastern and Western world 
would come into existence. I do 
not think Russia is warmonger- 
ing; she needs peace and wants 
peace and the people of the West 
need and want peace. It is only 
small groups who think of a ‘pre- 
ventive war’ against Russia, which 
would be a crime,” 

This is Mann's first visit to 
Europe since 1939. He left today 
for Zurich to lecture on the Ger- 
man philosopher,- Friedrich Wil- 
helm Nietzsche, He does not in- 
tend to go to Germany. 

“T am not eager to go and see 
the wreckage—elther stone wreck- 
age or human wreckage,” he said. 
“Of course, I shquid like to see 
Germany again, but it is too early 
and I believe an understanding 
between Germans inside Germany 
and emigres is rather difficul 
We who saw the tragedy from 
outside do not talk the same 
language as those who remained 
behind.” , 

German Self-Pity. 

Mann gave these as his views 
on some of today’s. major topics: 

On the Germans—“The present 
plight of the Germans is the in- 
evitable result ofgHitier and of 
4heir own actions... .. Today they 
egotistically pity themselves, re- 
fuse to acknowledge any other 
country is suffering and take cer- 
tain pride in what they consider 
the greatest tragedy in the history 
of the world—their own.” 

On re-education of the Germans 
—“Any effective re-education must 
come from within and the - best 
education for the Germans will be 
the general development of the 
outside world which will convince 
them there is no hope for an- 
other war.” 

On the future of Germany—"An 
economically united federation of 
German states in the framework 
of a European federation would 
be the best future status of Ger- 
many. A centralized. German 
Reich would always be a danger 
to world peace.” 

On Palestine—“I believe the 
Jews have a natural and historic 
right to Palestine and definitely 
think there should be free Jewish 
immigration into that country. 
The Arabs, of course, have cer- 
tain rights, too, and the Jews and 
Arabs should strive towards living 
together peacefully.” 


Prime Minister as Nip- 
pon’s First Christian 
Leader. 


TOKYO, May 24 (AP)—Tetsu 
Katayama, Japanese Socialist 
leader, and his nation’s first Pre- 
mier under its democratic consti- 
tution, was invested in office by 
Emperor Hirohito at the imperial 


palace today. 

Outgoing Premier Shigeru Yo- 
shida, Speaker of the House of 
Representatives Komakichi Mat- 
suoka, and Speaker of the House 
of Councillors Tsuneo Matsuidara 
witnessed the ceremony. 

Afterward, Katayama called on 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, supreme 
Allied commander, They spent 
an hour together. 

. Gen. MacArthur earlier praised 
Katayama as Japan’s first “Chris- 
tian leader” and said he saw ris- 
ing in the Orient “hope for the 
ultimate erection of an invincible 
spiritual barrier” to ideologies 
hostile to democracy. Katayama, 
overwhelmingly elected by the Diet 
yesterday, is a lifelong Presby- 
terian. He heads the Socia] Dem- 
ocratic party. 

“Middle of the Road.” 

“Mr. Katayama’s selection as 
the new Prime Minister empha- 
sizes the ‘middle of the road 
course’ of Japanese internal pol- 
itics,". MacArthur declared. “Of 
possibly even greater significance 
than the political implications of 
Mr Katayama’s emergence as 
Prime Minister of Japan are its 
spiritual implications,” 

The supreme 
added: 

“It is significant, too, from a 
broad international viewpoint that 
three great Oriental countries now 
have men who embrace the Chris- 
tian faith at the heads of their 

overnment, Chiang Kai-shek in 

hina,, Manuel Roxas in the 
Philippines and Tetsu Katayama 
in Japan.” 

This, MacArthur felt, “estab- 
lishes with clarity and conviction 
that the peoples of the East and 
West can find common agreement 
in the spirituality of the human 
mind, and offers hope for the ul- 
timate erection of an invincible 
spiritual barrier against the infil- 
tration of ideologies which seek, 
by suppression, the way of power 
and advancement. 

“This is human progress.” 

Premier’s Program. 

Katayama replied with a state- 
ment saying his intention was “to 
build a government that will con- 
tribute to world peace and to bet- 
ter the welfare of the Japanese 
nation.” 4 

Katayama enters office with a 
pledgé to seek state control only 
of key industries, rather than full 
industrial nationalization. This 
moderation was a requisite of con- 
servative support.

. . Problem of Finances. 

The State Park Board has had 
under consideration the question 
of finding some means of obtain- 
ing this property. The State Con- 
servation Commission would like 
to have it, but has no funds for 
the purpose. The City of St. Louis, 
interested in the idea of a city- 
county metropolitan park system, 
has decided it must concentrate 
present funds within the cityg,said 
Park Commissioner Palmer B. 
Baumes. 

St. Loulg county officials could 
not be reached, but the county has 
no known funds available for this 
purpose. Early last year the coun- 
ty had sought the gift of the place 
for a park and site for a home 
for the aged. A bill is pending in 
the Senate at Washington to per- 
mit gift of such tracts to public 


g agencies for park and conserva- 


tion purposes. 

The sale will be classed as com- 
mercial, with an effort to dispose 
of the entire Tyson tract as a ynit. 
Under this method, priorities for 
purchase will be granted for the

BRITISH QUELL DISTURBANCE, 
SHIP 1500 JEWS TO CYPRUS 


JERUSALEM, May 2% (UP)— 
British sailors fired a warning 
shot into the air today and used 
streams of water from high pres- 
gure hoses to quiet Jewish refu- 
gees on a transport that was 
about to take nearly 1500 of them 
to Cyprus. 

They had been moved on board 
the transport Runnymede from 
the 350-ton blockade runner Mor- 
dGev Getaoth, which was inter- 
cepted yesterday and escorted into 
Haifa harbor. Just before the 
Runnymede weighed anchor, some 
of the Jews tried to break down 
the wire netting around one hold 
with improvised crowbars.

Cancer Teaching Program, 
Enlarging Child Guidance 
Clinic Envisioned. 


Pians for establishing a new 
division of physical medicine, 
making permanent and enlarging 
the child guidance clinic and in- 
stituting a teaching program in 
the field of cancer at the Wash- 
ington University,School of Medi- 
cine were announced Friday night 
by Dr. Robert A. Moore, dean. 

Dr. Moore spoke at the annual 
dinner of the Washington Univer- 
sity’ Medical Alumni Association 
at Hotel Jefferson. The 90 seniors 
in the School of Medicine were 
special guests. 

Funds are available for the new 
“physical medicine division and the 
child guidance clinic. The cancer 
teaching program will need. ad- 
ditional grants, however, he said. 

It is hoped that all three proj- 
ects may be under way by ‘next 
fall, Dr. Moore said. Funds for 
tthe new division of physical medi- 
cine have been made available by 
the National Foundation: for In- 
fantile Paralysis, it was an- 
nounced. This will be a joint 
Barnes Hospital and Washington 
University School of Medicine 
project, for training undergrad- 
uates and graduates in the field 
of massage, exercise and the use 
of..such -devices as heat, light, 
water and électricity in the treat- 
ment’ of conditions including in- 
cluding infantile paralysis. 

The- physical medicine project 
will not interfere with the present 
physical and occupational therapy 
program for training therapists 
who are not medical graduates, Dr. 
Moore said. Two physicians will 
be added to the School of Medicine 
staff to work in the physical medi- 
cine division. 3 

The child guidance clinic will 
receive funds from the Children’s 


Community Chest of Greater St. 
Louis for permanent operations on 
an expanded basis. Some funds 
have been made available by the 
American’ Cancer Society for the 
projected cancer teaching pro- 
gram, but the amount is insuffi- 
cient, Dr. Moore said. 

Dr. Moore, pointing to the prob- 
lem of providing adequate medical 
teaching facilities, said the Wash- 
ington University School of Medi- 
cine has received 1900 applications 
for entry next fal] and can take 
only 86 students.

Resolutions Critical of 
Both British Domestic

LONDON, May 24 (AP)—Brit- 
ain’s economic position will crowd 
international problems for the 
spotlight at the annual Labor

Resolutions critical of British 
foreign policy and the Govern; 
ment’s decision to continue peace- 
time conscription are-.on the agen- 
da for the five-day meeting, but a 
great deal of criticism is iriflu- 
enced by the country’s current po- 
sition as a have-not. nation, Crit- 
ics within the party are calling for 
a foreign policy that takes into 
account the limitations of Brit- 
— industrial and financial posi- 
tion, 

The New Statesman and Nation, 
political weekly, declared today, 
“if a relatively small island, which 
has dissipated in two wars most 
of its imperial wealth and has a 
population whose average age is 
increasing, hopes to survive with 
an unimpaired standard of living 
in a still competitive world then it 


“must get rid of the great power 


complexes which its man power is 
unable to sustain.” 

Though not binding, the party 
decisions are extremely influential 
in determining Government policy. 
Prime Minister Clement Attlee and 
almost the entire cabinet will be 
on hand to hear the delegates and 
get rank and file reaction to near- 
ly a years of Labor Government 
rule, 

How to meet Britain’s need for 
dollars—whether by further bor- 
rowing from the United States or 
bv increasing alreadv severe hard- 
ships by reducing imports from 
the United States and other hard 
currency areas—will be one of the 
thorniest problems of the confer- 
ence, 

The February fuel crisis in 
which wide sections of industry 
were closed down for lack of coal 
has been the severest test of the 
government to date and has al- 
tered much political thinking. 

Among the 500 resolutions slated 
for disposal is one condemning 
United States aid to Greece and 
Turkey, andeurging a United Na- 
tions investigation of the Amer- 
ican action as a Hossible violation 
of the U.N; charter..

rs. Roosevelt W ouldn’t Wish 


Presidency on a Woman, She Says 


NEW YORK, May 24 (AP)— 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt says .she 
would not wish the presidency of 
the United States on any woman. 

“A woman. would have no 
chance at all to be elected,” she 
told the Foreign Press Associa- 
tion yesterday. “And, what is 
more, I wouldn't wish it on her. 
If, by some fluke, a woman were 
nominated and elected, she could 
not hold her following.” 

The idea of equality of women 
on all levels still is not yet accept- 


ed in America, Mrs, Roosevelt 
said, She added that one reason 
why it is so difficult to find able 
women who are willing to enter 


politics is that “whoever goes into 
public life has got to have a hide 
like a rhinoceros.” 

“Men can stand up under a 
whispering campaign a little bet- 
ter than women,” she said, “be- 
cause we still feel that women 
should have a different kind of 
reputation than men,” 


DUTCH MAKE LIGHT 
OF SUNDANESE ‘COUP’ 


Band of 250 With One Pistol 
Seizes Municipal Buildings 
in Buitenzorg. 


BATAVIA, May 24 (AP)—Offi- 
cial Netherlands East Indijes quar- 
ters today described a Sundanese 
“coup d’etat” in Buitenzorg as a 
“musical comedy” incident not to 
be taken seriously. 

“The incident might have come 
out of musical comedy except that 
it was an unfortunate moment in 
view of the present situation,” an 
informant said in the first Dutch 
comment on the situation. “We 
hope it has not been misinterpret- 
ed in Holland or abroad as of any 
importance.” 

He said the Government had 
not reached a decision as to what 
action to take about yesterday's 
events, which officials of the In- 
donesian republic called a put up 
job by the Dutch —_ 

Armed with one pistol, 250 mem- 
bers of the Sundanese People’s 
party seized control of all munici- 
pal buildings in Buitenzorg from 
officials of the Indonesian repub- 
lic. The party has proclaimed the 
independence of a third of Java 
from the Indonesian republic, 
whose officials charge the Dutch 
with protecting the movement in 
the hope of wrecking the repub- 
lic. 

The Sundanese were led by 
masked, pistol-waving R. Koesto- 
mo, self-proclaimed prime minister 
of Sunda, who took off his mask 
when someone recognized him 
anyway. 

There was no fighting and the 
Dutch army took control of the 
situation when both sides came 
in to report. 

Koestomo said the coup was 
“just one step in a plan to set up 
a state” of Sunda in east Java 
in which 12,000,000 Sundanese live.

LONDON, May 24, 

IVE months ago, I arrived in England 
at the beginning of an unofficial strike 
that nearly caused a famine. The armed 


forces had to be called to deliver food. . 


Today, as I pack to return home, another | 


unofficial strike has forced half a million 


Londoners to queue up for milk or go with- 
out. Hardly a week has mens without its 
unofficial strike. 

Everyone gets 


There is plenty of milk. 
a fair share and children have more than 


ever in the history of the nation. Yet, a 


few men, sore because an arbitration award © 


went against them, could tie up milk deliv- 
eries to 100,000 homes. 

All through a fearful winter, there was 
a shortage of coal. It being an absolute 
esse the country suffered intensely 
whem the coal ran out. But there is plenty 
of cogl in the United Kingdom, enough for 
home needs and for export. 

And while the British people shiverea 
through the cold months there was end- 
less talk of a shortage in clothing. Clothes 
are strictly rationed. A man is lucky if 
he gets one suit a year, Women mob rum- 
mage sales for second-hand dresses. Still 
I found ample quantities of wool available 
and equipment to make clothes for every- 
one. 

The housing shortage is a standing joke 
in the music halls of this country as it is 
in nearly every part of the world. There 
are millions-of houses and plenty of mate- 
rial bere an@ thousands being cenet but 
there are not enough. 

And so the story of shortages goee—en 
and on. 7 

What is the reason? Why should a great 
nation need so much when it has ample 
natural resources? 


Productive Workers _ 
Outnumbered by Others. 


Politicians, economists, scientists of all 
kinds and just plain meddiing kibitzers are 
‘rying to answer those two questions. I’ve 
read the high-powered, penetrating articles 
in the daily press and listened to the poli- 
ticlans exhort the public. 

Here are three answers reduced to sim- 
plest form: 

1. Too many non- productive workers. 

2. Too much government, 

3. Too many strikes. 

Of the three answers, the first seems to 
me to be the best. Great Britain has a 
population of “47,000,000. There are only 


18,000,000 productive workers. The rest | 


of the population, or 29,000,000 human be- 
ings are fed, clothed and sheltered by the 
hardy 18,000,000. 

Throughout the ages, this disparity be- 
tween producer and nom-producer has 
caused trduble. 

Karl Marx, huddled over a desk in the 
British Museum or writing in his poor 
rooms in Dean street, Soho, about the time 
of the American Civil War, saw the. work- 
ers as outrageously exploited units in an 
unjust capitalist system. He called on them 


to overthrow their masters and make the | 


Government their own. They were then 
to live in a utopian classless society, man- 
aged but not governed. 

The British have never liked Marxian 
philosophy any more than it is liked else- 
where in the Western world. These people 
know that too few of their number are 
engaged“in productive work and are deter- 
mined that the non-productive side is to be 
reduced by putting more and more of the 
non-producers to work in the industries 
where they are badly needed. 

This adjustment in the social structure 
of Great Britain is being carried out now. 
It is a slow process. There are idle mén 


and women in groups spotted over the map | 


of the United Kingdom like a red rash. 
They are to be put to work by moving new 
industries into areas where unemployment 
exists. 


Civil Servants and 
Government Clerks. 


Besides idle persons, there is a large and 


growing class of persons commonly ‘called 
civil servants and Government clerks. Some 
estimates have been made that show this 


army of non-productive workers has been } 


increased by 600,000 since the beginning of 
the war. It will be reduced 

Britain at this moment is importing labor. 
About 6000 displaced persons from the 
camps in Germany are being brought to 
«these shores every month. That isn’t much 
of a gain but it helps 
* Wolnen are being urged to return to the 
industries they served so well during the 
war. Some gains are possible here but 
housewives, still the most important factor

in the social structure based’ upon the 
home, canmpt be diverted in large numbers 
from labér in the home. 

If all the various factor 
vhne problem were 5s 
would thrive again. 

Coal would be raised to the surface and 
transported to where it is, needed. Fac- 
tories would turn out consumer goods both 
for home use and export. Workers would 
create the wealth and the balance .would 
be restored in a lopsided economy. 

This can be done, however, only by a 
change in governmental methods. The So- 
clalists believe in more government, more 
controls, ‘more civil servants, 

That brings up the second reason for all 
of the trouble in Great Britain's shortages 
and economic woes—too much government. 

Those who <nsist' that government is 
wholly responsible for Britain's troubles

The ordinary citizen is inclined to listen

The Labor party 1s firmly in power with 
a large majority in the House of Commons 
and the citizen believes this Government 
should have a: fair trial. If it fails to 
remedy the country’s ills, he will vote 
against it at the. wext general election. 


Signs of Bungling 

On Part of Laborites.. 

There are many signs of bungling on the 
part of the Laborites. Undoubtedly they 
have made mistakes. They are planning 
to nationalize all key industries, make them 
the property of the state. They believe in 
a controlled economy. Every detail of the 
operation of mining, agriculture, manufac- 
ture, transport, electric power, town and 
country planning. would be ecaterse in 
Whitehall. 

An increasing number of eltisens wait 
ing this experiment in state socialism are 
convinced that it will fall .down through 
this extreme centralization of power. 

For instance, a Scottish business man sees 
his whole operation directed from London 
and he just cannot be convinced that the 
direction would not be more efficient if 
placed in Edinburgh with Scotsmen doing 


the directing.

planning has been an established fact 

since long before the war, The’ Labor 
government is completing many national 
plans laid down by the Conservatives. 

But there is violent dispute over the con- 

trols and their operation that will make 

national planning something more than 
columns of figures and brilliantly illus- 
trated brochures, 

This is a democracy. These people are 
free.. They have their liberties and their 
Government is subject to the will of the 
people. 

‘ Rigid- control from the Government cen- 
ter in London will, if carried to its ultimate 
goal, mean the coercion of labor and indus- 
try. The old freedoms and liberties cannot 
be maintained under such ¢ontrol and Brit- 
ain would evolve into a. totalitarian police 
state. That today is conservative dogma 
but it is also being demonstrated as the 
Labor government moyes toward the com- 
plete Socialist state, | 


Unofficial Strikes 
Have Bedeviled Nation. 


The -third reason for Britain's ills are 
the unofficial strikes which have bedeviled 
the country ‘since the end of the war. These 
strikes illustrate the fact that Britons never 
will be slaves. They are a fearful drain 
on the national economy. They are a bur- 
den to everyone, including government, and 


obviously should be put under some re-/{ 


straint or discipline. 

But Britishers cannot be placed in an eco- 
nomic straitjacket. The only way to con- 
trol the unofficial strikers is by persuasion 
and example. 

It is true that their great unions, such as 
the transport and general workers’ union, 
have grown to such size that the small 
unions composing them are submerged and 
individuals have a feeling of being lost in 
the confusion of the many. 

Nevertheless, they are individuals. They 
know their needs and rights and will con- 
tinue to fight for them. If they were 
forced by legislation to abandon the un- 
official strike, it might lead to greater vio- 
lénce in a different form. 

They can be led into saner methods by 
decentralizing the’ authority that controls 
them. One minister in London cannot deal 
with the disputes arising all over the United 
Kingdom nor can one trade union com- 
prising a score of unions deal with each 
adequately. 

In brief, labor must be brought into full 
working partnership with industry and gov- 
ernment. That is exactly what all political 
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parties seem to be preaching. They have

different methods of expressing this need 
but all of them, Conservatives, Liberals and 
Socialists, seem to wart the same thing. 

Socialists, who claim to represent the 18 
million. productive workers, are not going 
to kill off the non-producers or impose a 
dictatorship of the workers on them. The 
Conservatives could not, and certainly would 
not, impose a capitalist dictatorship upon 
the workers, ‘Both extremes now agree that 
the one great problem of production must 
be solved. by co-operation. 

So, all are heading in the same direction. 

All now acknowledge that Britain’s pres- 
ent trouble is..due primarily to lack of 
clean, usable coal ready for burning at 
the proper places. 

- Further, they agree that the lack of coal 
is due to lack of men in the mines. Beyond 
that, there are too many people living un- 
productive lives. 

Government alone cannot solve this na- 
tion’s problems. Nor can man live by eco- 
nomics alone, It is going to require co- 
operation, team work and a willingness on 
the part of government, labor and indus- 
try to work together before the needs of 
47 million people can be met. 


If the Labor party pursues its road to a 
complete Socialist state, Britain no longer 
will be a free democracy. If the Conserva- 
tives took over with full authority, the 
nation would revert to its old class battles. 


The answer may be found in a .middle 
party such as the Liberals or—and this is 
most likely—the Labor party will go on 
but with a. modified program of‘ national- 
ization. The pressure of logical argument 
in Parliament and the demonstration of 
unworkable plans and controls throughout 
the country will force this change of course. 


Government Is Not 
Strictly a Party Affair. 


Already the Labor party has learned that 
government is not strictly a party affair. 
The Labor cabinet is not only representative 
of the working people but of all the people. 
Its authority today does not derive wholly 
from the trade union movement but from 
those who cast votes in the last general 
election, and thousands voted for the Labor 
ticket who are normally either Conserva- 
tives or Liberals. 

Within. the next three years the people 
of this country will have for their appraisal 
the worth of Socialism. If they like it, the 
Labor party will go on for another term of 
five years, If they disapprove, they will 
vote them out. Meantime, the Laborites 
have clearly before them one task—produce 
more or starve. 


In order to produce, they must have co- 
operation. To secure co-operation, there 
must be willingness. The will to do this 
job can spring only from the hearts and 
minds of free men, persuaded by demo- 
cratic means to put their whole heart into 
winning the peace as they won the war. 


It will be the people of Britain who win 
the battle of production. The victory will 
not be of political theories but of the human 
spirit and the mass intelligence. It will 
be a victory of compromise between ex- 


| tremes and an acceptance of truth demon- 


strated by trial and error. 


My conviction, after these months of 
travel and study, is that a controlled 
economy, centered in London, is not work: 
able and will be modified drastically — 

The program of nationalization, I firm- 
ay believe, will come to a dead end when 

the Labor party attempts to bring the 
iron and steel industry under Govern- 
ment ownership. 

Meantime, let no one believe that this 
is an unhappy country in which to live. 
It is a beautiful land. - Its people are admir- 
able. Its way of life is pleasing. While 
facing its problems it is giving the world 
new conceptions of self-discipline and cour- 


age in adversity. 
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Back-of- Yards Movement 
In Chicago Slums Called 
New “Orderly Revolution” 
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Organized by the Inhabitants Themselves as a Direct Fight 
on Conditions Prevailing Near the Packing Houses, It 
Has Spread to Other Cities; Considered a Self-Help Pro« 
gram With No ‘Entangling Ideologies.’

This determination to give a powerful lift 
to the collective bootstraps first came in 
“Back of the Yards,” the grim square mile 
abutting Chicago’s packing houses, The 


neighborhood once inspired Upton Sinclair's 
angry book, “‘The Jungle.” Until recently, 
its people were split among a half-dozen na- 
tionality groups. They squandered their 
energies on neighborhood dissension instead 
of pooling them against the causes of their 
common misery. Nearly all were Roman 
Catholics but even the priests did not speak 
to one another. It was a rough place to 
live and a tough one to mobilize. 

But that job has been tackled and largely 
accomplished by the “Back of the Yards 
Neighborhood Council,” a democratic asso- 
clation of 185 churches, businesses, unions 
and other neighborhood organizations, 

At the outset in 1940, the council meant 
a handful of men with an idea: Saul D. 
Alinsky, the young Chicago-bred criminolo- 
gist who became its first organizer; Bernard 
J. Sheil, CatholHec Auxillary Bishop of Chi- 
cago; G. Howland Shaw, a veteran State 


Department official, “and Joe Meegan, a 
neighborhood leader. Today it has accom- 
plished so much that Agnes E. Meyer, the 
wife of the Washing- 
ton Post's publisher, 
has glowingly de- 
scribed the results as 
“orderly revolution” 
and “the most pow- 
erful upsurge of or- 
ganized individualism 
yet to come into be- 
ing in the U.S.A.”

—whereas he had once turned down a man 
named Lincoln Steffens, who thought he 
could put over a reform movement without 
stepping off the idealistic sidewalk into the 
mud. 

Some liberals have balked at such Ma- 
chiavellian “bad” means to “good” ends. 
It is history, however, that Steffens failed 
and turned cynic. “Back of the Yards” is 
succeeding, so far. 

The movement obviously is regarded as 
having great promise to the extent that it 
encourages a “problem class” to pitch in 
and help work out its own salvation, and 
that it overcomes the common virus of 
political apathy. 

“Orderly revolution” is still an infant. 
Whether it balances out as a happy or 
unhappy event is for time to decide. But 
meanwhile it is attracting attention because 
if it grows, it will reach wide and deep 
into the: whole social structure.

U. 8. Grant is rightly remembered as the mili- 
tary genius who won Lincoln’s war to preserve 
the Union. He deserves to be remembered also 
as a stalwart champion of the public school and 
a guardian of that great American institution 
against encroachment and compromise. 

Addressing the Des Moines reunion of the Army 
of the Tennessee in 1875, Grant said as Presi- 
dent: 

Let us all labor to add all needful guaran- 
tees for the security of free thought, free 
speech, a free press, pure morals, unfettered _ 
religious sentiments, and of equal rights and 
privileges to all men, irrespective of na- 
tionality, color or religion. 

Encourage free schools and reselve that 
not one dollar eppropristed for their sup- 
port shall be appropriated to the support of 
any sectarian schools. Resolve that either 
the state or the nation, or both combined, 
shall support institutions of learning suffi- 
cient to afford every child growing up in 
the-land the opportunity of a good common 
school education, unmixed with sectarian, 
pagan or atheistical dogmas. 

Leave the matter df religion to the fam- 
ily circle, the church and the private school 
supported entirely by private contributions. 
Keep the church and state forever separate. + 
Americans need to take Grant’s sound advice 

to heart today. They are forgetting the basic 
principle of separation of church and state which 
James Madison and his wise associates wrote 
into the Constitution as Article I of the Bill of 
Rights. 


Anyone who doubts this needs only review the . 


evidence compiled-by V. T. Thayer in his new 
book, “Religion in Public Education.” Ten states 
have laws which allow public school pupils to 
be dismissed from class to receive religious in- 
struction in school or elsewhere, Twelve states 
require the Bible to be read in public schools. 
Sixteen states provide transportation for pupils 
in parochial ‘schools, and so on, 

Some of these laws have been promoted by 
the Ku Klux Klan. Others have been advocated 
by Catholic and Lutheran groups. Still others 


have had the support of Protestant denomina- 


tions. They all add up to a slow, steady, almost 
unseen crumbling away of the wall which has 
kept church and state apart in the United States. 

But it is not only locally arid in the states that 
this breach is being made, There are now pend- 
ing in Congress bills which would greatly widen 
it on a national scale. These are the many 
bills for federal aid for education sponsored by 
Senators Taft, Aiken, Hill, Ellender, Cooper, 
Chavez, Tobey and Thomas of Utah and Repre- 
sentatives Welch of California and Whitten of 
Mississippi and others. , 

Though provisions in these bills vary, all would 
either authorize funds for “non-public” schools 
or “non-profit educational institutions” or leave 


it to the states to distribute large sums to pa- 


rochial and\other private schools. Senator Aiken, 
chairman of the Senate Subcommittee on Edu- 
cation, says frankly that he favors “a substan- 
tial measure of Federal aid for private schools, 
for such purposes as transportation of pupils, 
health programs and purchase of non-religious. 
instructional supplies and equipment.” This, says 
the Vermont Senator, would enable such schools, 
“with their own funds, to strengthen their‘teach- 
ing staffs and their general educational posi- 
tion.” 

Credit Senator Aiken with good intent, his 
thinkgng is nonetheless fallacious. An appropri- 
ation for private or religious schools is a subsidy 
for them. It makes no difference how many sets 
of books the schools keep. What matters is that 
tax funds are used to make it easier to teach 
doctrines which many citizens either do not be- 
lieve or frankly reject or even oppose. 

Shall tax funds be used to support schools for 


the Jehovah's Witnesses who have religious scru- 


ples against saluting the flag? Shall tax funds 
be used to maintain schools for Christian Sci- 
entists who object to student health programs? 
Shall tax funds set up schools for the children 
of radical thinkers who desire to revolutionize 
the present organization of our society? 

These questions answer themselves. The fed- 
eral did bills have much to commend them as 
meeting a vital need, but before they are even 
to be considered they should be freed of all 
provisions which would authorize federal funds 
for non-public schools. . 

- Justice Rutledge in his monumental dissent 
last February in the 5-to-4 New Jersey school 
transportation case said that one breach would 
be followed by a second and the second by a 
third and the third by a fourth until “with time 
the most solid freedom gives way before con- 
tinuing corrosive decision.” 

What a tragic paradox it would be for Amer- 
icans to be so busy defending democracy over 
the world that they failed to see one of its 
stanchest bulwarks : weaken, and give way at 
home!

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Homage to Ignorance 

Hansen’s disease—leprosy—has been hauled 
more needlessly into a realm of myth and terror 
thar almost any other ailment. Newspapers are 
now trying to dispel some of the biblical ‘lu- 
sions and public superstition about leprosy. A 
leader in the struggle for enlightenment is The 
Star, a little publication edited by patients at the 
National Leprosarium at Carville, La., which has 
this to say: . , 

Since Hansen's isolation of the bacillus, 
hundreds of attempts have been made to 
grow it in artificial media, but to date none 
of these has successfully met the require- 
ments for proof. No scientist in more than 
145 recorded cases has been able to infect 
himself or other human volunteers by at- 
tempted innoculation. 

The point is clear. While science has not dis- 
covered exactly how leprosy is transmitted, it 
has learned that the disease is not easily com- 
municated. Yet leprosy victims are isolated at 
Carville, as if they were an especial variety of 
menace. Actually their ailment is far less dan- 
gerous to the public than tuberculosis. 

Recently the United States Public Health 


Service announced ay experiment in treating 
victims of Hansen’s disease at another hospital. 
This may lead to a more humane treatment, but 
such progress seems exceptionally cautious. Shall 
we adopt the advice of science, or pay further 
homage to ignorance and superstition? 
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Mr. Blanton’s’ Fine Record 

Harry C. Blanton, who has returned to his law 
practice in Sikeston, Jeaves a remarkable record 
of 13 years as United States Attorney for the 
Eastern District of Missouri. It was remarkable 
for the abundance of work dispatched, for the 
number of court victories compiled and, finally, 
for successful prosecution in contrast with the 
feeble achievements of many other prosecutors 
in that time and this vicinity. 

Mr. Blanton took office in 1934, and at once 
was immersed in a flood of cases resulting from 
the New Deal's experimental legislation—NRA, 
processing tax, Guffey Coal Act, Wage-Hour Act 
and innumerable other measures. As the Gov- 
ernment did more and more for those who sus- 
tain it, a mountain of litigation arose over land 
condemnation cases. These cases—1581 in all— 
arose first from flood control and such policies, 
and later from the need for land for airfields 
and war plants. 

Exceptionally alert against law violators, both 
official and unofficial, Mr. Blanton won a major 
victory in the Union Electric Co. slush fund case. 
The utility was fined and three officers were 
sent to prison, Another spectacular trial in 
which he appeared personally, and won, was the 
Muench baby hoax. Four persons were indicted 
and sentenced for violation of the mail fraud 
statute, 

Two Southeast Missouri cases also show the 
breadth of Mr, Blanton's watchfulness, A Jus- 
tice of the Peace and a Deputy Sheriff were con- 
victed of accepting protection money from a 
bootlegger. Two notorious “bad men,” Cleatus 
Ellis and Clarence Ellis, were sent to the peni- 
tentiary. And in another triai; Mr. Blanton broke 


up a ring which had issued fake-college diplomas ' 


and even false licenses to practice medicine. 

In 13 years, Mr. Blanton's office disposed of 
more than 10,000..cases. Mr. Blanton himself 
entered court in many of these, and did not lose 
a single criminal case in which he appeared be- 
fore a jury. More than that, no successful at- 
tack ever was made upon any indictment pre- 
pared in his office—this in a time when local 
prosecutors often saw their indictments blown 
sky-high for technical and other defaults. 

Only three convictions won by his office were 
reversed in the Court of Appeals. In two of 
these The defendants were reconvicted when the 
cases were sent back to the District Court. No 
wonder the Department of Justice regarded Harry 
Blanton as one of its topnotch guardians. 

As he served under five Attorneys General, 
Mr. Blanton always retained his reputation as 
an able and economical administrator as well as 
an eminent prosecutor. Why so competent a 
public servant was passed over, time and again, 
in the selection of men for the federal judiciary 
will remain an unpleasant mystery of Demo- 
cratic politics. 

In his Sikeston office, Mr. Blanton inevitably 
will look back at times on his 18 years in the 
Federal building here. When he does, he can 
take abiding satisfaction in his ‘record, and in 
the knowledge that the people of Eastern Mis- 
souri remember Harry Blanton as a resolute de- 
fender of the law.

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An Educator’s Credo 


George D. Stoddard spoke a bold word about 
one of the most ticklish questions in education— 
specialization vs, liberal arts—in his inaugura- 
tion address as president of the University of 
Illinois. 

That a hydraulic engineer should know his 
relationship to poetry, that a mathematician 
should understand his context in the field of 
languages, that a water-colorist should know his 
background against the sweep of world diplo- 
macy—these are educated conceptions, and Mr. 
Stoddard means to pursue them. 

The educator’s position in this business is a 
peculiarly dual one. He must teach the spe- 
cialization without which a person cannot be pro- 
fessionally effective, and yet he must at some 
point resist specialization in the interest of the 
whole man. 

As President Stoddard says: “To crowd a 
curriculum with specialties is to guarantee that 
the other’ areas will be neglected. To fail to de- 
velop a single specialty, following it through to 
advanced levels of understanding, is to sell the 
student short.” | : 

The further specialization proceeds, in fact, 
the more necessary it is for specialists to have a 
community of culture. It is such a commynity 
that the new president evidently intends to 
foster at the University of Illinois.

MISSOURI COMPROMISE, by Tris Coffin, (Little, 
Brown & Co., Beston.) 


National and international events in the 
first two years of the Truman Administra- 
tion have been so momentous that any 
single volume attempting to review the 
transition from war to peace could only 
touch the high and low spots. Tris Coffin, 
a sharp-eyed newspaper and radio reporter, 
has avowedly tried in his “Missouri Com- 
promise” to paint a vivid and human pic- 
ture of Washington as he saw it from the 
preferred positions in press conferences, 
congressional galleries, committee hearings 
and personal interviews. The regalt is a 
series of vignettes rather than a panorama, 

Although the sketches abound in color- 
ful adjectives, Coffin’s own views as they 
unfold in the 315-page book are distinctly 
black and white. He admires “liberals,” 
such as Wallace, Pepper, Ickes, Bowles, 
Henderson, Schwellenbach, Morse, Aiken 
and Tobey, and dislikes “conservatives” 
such as Taft, Martin, Taber, Wherry, 
Bridges, McKellar, Byrd and George. He 
uses these labels without qualification.

“Robert Taft,” he writes, “is an infalli- 
ble conservative. A liberal Senator remarks, 
half facetiously, half seriously, ‘Sometimes, 
when I just can’t figure out how to vote 
on a bill, I watch Taft. Titren, I vote the 
other way. He hasn't failed me yet.’” 

Coffin often appears to be usjng this 
game easy device in forming his own judg- 
ments. His book takes its title from his 
conviction that President Truman and his 
advisers have compromised with the Roose- 
veltian New Deal. He does not like many 
of the White House intimates, particularly 
John W. Snyder, Robert E. Hannegan, 
James K. Vardaman, George Allen, Edwin 
W. Pauley and John Steelman. He looks

Clark Clifford and Charles G. Ross. _ 

Coffin once had a popular radio program 
called “Washington Diary,” on which he 
described for his listeners in picturesque 
phrases the setting of important news.

The radio technique makes for swift 
reading, but it gives only a sufface picture, 
It enables him to give the appearance of 
“objective” reporting, but when he comes to 
“straight” reporting, he leaves out many 
salient facts. The most charitable expla- 
nation is that he is doing this for artistic 
effect. Whatever the reason, unless the 
reader is able to supply his own basic in- 
formation, ‘ve is likely to get a distorted 
and much too simplified impression of 
Washington and the men who handle our 
national ex. international affairs, 

The merit of the book is its readability. 
Coffin has a flair for crisp sentences and 
understandable mefaphors. The jacket 
blurb says the book “takes the reader into 
the inner circle and conclaves where he 
can really watch the wheels go round.”

also says the book is a “lively, satiric and — 


revealing account of the Government under 
President Truman.” 

It is “lively” and perhaps “satiric” if 
satire means laughing pessimism. But “re- 
vealing,” no, RAYMOND P. BRANDT.

The subtitle of the first is “The Uncen- 
sored Story of How the Common People 
Live Behind the Russian Iron Curtain.” Mr. 
Strohm’s book is just that. An ITlinois 
farm boy who started reporting on the 
Daily Illini at his state university, the avu- 
thor has traveled over the world te tell 
American farmers how their fellow soil 
tilleré Mve and work. A cable to Stalin 
brough® him permission to travel freely 
among the Russian peoples, to write and 
photograph what he saw. All that was 
asked was wnat Re aa - the truth.” 


His account of his 4000-mile journey 
within Russia is intimate, warm, friendly. 
It tells about the youngsters in the farm 
nurseries and the factory kindergartens 
and about imaginative experimenters like 
Nikolai Tsitsin, who crossed a tough weed 
with wheat’and got perennial wheat, and 
is now trying to grow tomatoes and string 
beans on trees. - Republican and Baptist, 
Mr, Strohm obviously is no more fellow 
traveler than he is Red baiter. His con- 
viction that rank and file Russians want to 
be friends with Americans is documented 
on ajmost every page. 

The intent of the second book—by the

S a spokesman for postwar Eyrope’s salvation,. Winston Churchill 
has made himself both vulnerable and suspect by his Greek

European union—or of a federation of western Europe, if necessary, 
as a starter—he is not dealing with a personal monopoly. Some of 
us, alas, can remember the moving humanitarianism of Aristide 
Briand as he pleatied vainly at Geneva in the late 1920s, for a “United 


States of Europe.” 
then! 


I happen to prefer vastly the 
Briand approach to the recent 
Churchill approach. Given his 
background and_ convictions, 
Churchill is bound to consider a 
possible union of European coun- 


tries chiefly in terms of a coun- 
_ ter-balance to Soviet Russia. 

Would it not bé more construc- 
tive, and also safer and more 
practical, to think of Europe to- 
day as a natural bridge and a po- 
tential neutralizer between Russia 
and the Anglo-American powers? 

Does not this prostrate Europe 
need recovery, an over-all eco- 
nomic treatment, far more than it 
needs. “strategic injections?” 

Questions for U. 8. 

_ These are questions which the 
American government now begins 
to face; Washington must have 
answers prepared before the men- 
ate of a general European col- 
lapse slides into reality within a 
year or 18 months. 

It is of some real encourage- 
ment that important administra- 
tion officials now are directly con- 
cerne@ with the economic basis 
of the growing crisis in Europe. 
If we can evolve a program that 
puts European recovery ahead of 
power politics, we may reduce the 
area and excuse for power politics 
in due time. This is where the 
concept of a European federation 
assumes exceptional significance. 

When Briand crusaded bravely 
for a United States of Europe 
there were pitifully few in London 
or Washington who were at all 
interested, least of all, those in 
politica] power. But these 20 in- 
tervening years of ceaseless crises 
and disasters have served as a 
brutally effective plow turning up 
a certain amount of promising 
' pew soil in high places. 

The mental attitudes of British 
and American leaders are chang- 
ing at last. The terrible facts of 
Europe's alarming plight are prov- 
ing more powerful than the clear- 
sighted logic of lone idealists like 
Briand. So we hear serious talk 
at last about union or federation 
for Europe. 

Chaos in Europe. 

What has caused this pro- 
nounced change in attitude? Ob- 
viously it has been precipitated 
by the depredations of World War 
II. Nations and men have final- 
ly wrought such chaotic havoc on 
Europe, the center of modern 
civilization, that no purely na- 
tionalistic cures—applied nation 
by nation, without regard for re- 
sources and geography—can be ex- 
pected to cure anything. 

This Europe is much too rav- 
aged, dislocated and impoverished 


to be restored separately, piece by | 


piece. Yes, it might be propped 
up piece by piece for a short time— 
$500,000,000 prop for Italy today, 
a similar prop for France to- 
morrow, and so on. ‘But it is now 
clear that each operation of this 
sort—like our present one in 
Greece—would only be a _ blood 
transfusion of short-term efficacy. 

Europe has become too weak- 
ened and poverty-stricken to re- 
spond to anything less than an 
aliround treatment which attacks 
her economic disease as what it 
really is—an entity, a common 
whole. 

When this much is recognized 
as fact in Washington it raises 
an interlocked question: Can 
America’s Government and her 
taxpayers afford to finance Eu- 
rope's recovery in any way except 
by treating much or most of Eu- 
rope as an economic whole? 

Some highly placed Washington 
officials are beginning to face 
this question also. They have to 
face it because America, it is 
said by very competent authori- 
ties, may have to provide some 15 
billion dollars, or perhaps more, 
to underwrite European recovery 
between 1948 and 1951, 

_ America’s Personal Mterest. 

There seems no likelihood that 
this step or this cost can be avoid- 
ed. The alternatives would be 
near-anarchy, civil bloodshed or 
revolutions in several leading E.u- 
ropean countries. The consequent 
increase in Communism, or in to- 
talitarian governments of what- 
ever kind, would certainly be very 
considerable. Quite aside from 
this/ a Europe in protracted an- 
archy, being totally unable to buy 
from us, would dangerously in- 
crease unemployment in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Thus two unprecedented situa- 
tions now exist. For the first time 
European nations are in such in- 
tolerable economic circumstances 
that they may be forced to eschew 
narrow nationalisms in support of 
a European union. For the first 
time also the United States Gov- 
ernment and people have a per- 
sonal dollars-and-cents interest in 
helping build a union of European 
countries. 

Finally, all concerned have a 
time-limit gun pointed at their 
heads unless they co-operate to do 
something about it. Never before 
has this combination of impera- 
tives existed. 

Within five years we shall see 
whether the intelligence of west- 
ern leadership was sufficient to 
grasp and act upon the drastic 
meaning, of these present impera- 
tives. ,

now mean an early emergence of 
a United States of Europe, with 
individual countries: playing an 
identical role with the states in 
the United States. It would. prob- 
ably take Many years for anything 
so integrated and federalized to 
emerge in Europe—possibly dec- 
ades, As of now, however, it is 
certainly possible to develop a 
common economic plan for the re- 
covery of all of western Europe.

— The invasion of the Pacific 
islands by.

HE combined British and 
American zones exported 
$31,011,796 worth of goods in 
the first three months of this 
year, the joint export -import 
agency of the two zones an- 
nounced today. 

The figure was about two-thirds 
below the goal set for the first 
quarter under’ the program to 
prime German economy, the an- 
nouncement said. The goal for 
1947 is $350,000,000, 

Coal exports, the biggest item, 
totaled $17,118,565 for the quarter; 
forestry and wood products, $4,- 


’ , 

French business men will be ad- 
mitted to the British and Ameri- 
can zone# to deal with German 
manufacturers, under the terms of 
a trade agreement just made 
public. The agreement, negotiat- 
ed recently at Paris, is designed to 
bring to a maximum French im- 
port and export trade with west- 
ern Germany. Payment of bal- 
ances will be in dollars or pounds 
sterling. 

The agreement is similar to one 
concluded several months ago be- 
tween the Netherlands and the 
British and American govern- 


ments. 

Report on Imports. 
The American Military Govern- 
ment told the Germans that in the 
first four months of this year the 
United States and Britain import- 
ed 1,500,00 tons of food products, 
seeds and fertilizers into the com- 
bined zonés at a cost of $163,000,- 
000 to taxpayers of both countries. 
This effort to fend off famine 
for 46,000,000 Germans in the United 
States-British zones was disclosed 
in the Military Government's new 
campaign to give the German peo- 
ple a graphic picture of the aid 
the Allies are supplying in the 
present food crisis. 
Col. Hugh B. Hester, chief of 
the AMG’s food and agriculture 
branch, said in a statement that 
imports between Jan, 1 and April 
30 “represented roundly an entire 
cargo of 170 Victory ships, or 100,- 
000 railroad cars.” , 
“On individual basis,” he added, 
“that meant during the first third 
of this year every ration card 
holder in the two zones received 
95 pounds of food imports at an 
approximate cost of $5 per head.” 
He said importations of grain 
and flour exceeded estimated col- 
lections of bread grains from Ger- 
man farms in the two zones for 
the crop year 1946-47. He said 
the collections would amount to 
2,279,400 metric tons, while impor- 
tations were 2,351,000 tons, or 51 
per cent of the total quantities 
available. ‘ 
The AMG said United States 
agricultural imports into’ the 
American zone from V-E day to 
the end of 1946 totaled 1,197,500 
metric tons of bread grains, flour 
and other foodstuffs costing 
$290,000,000. In addition 71,000 
metric tons of seed and fertilizer 
cost another $5,500,000, 
eanwhile; an accelerated pro- 
gram of industrial reparations re- 
movals is sending machinery from 
former German war plants to 15 
claimant countries all around the 
globe, Orren R. McJunkins, chief 
of the American Military Govern-

Reparations shipments from the 
Americah zone jumped from a low 
of 2000 tons in February, when 
dismantling and transport were 
frozen up, to more than 6500 tons 
in April.

They are trying to get their badly 
damaged homeland in order so as 
to continue their vast plan of 


building socialism in the Soviet 
Union. ; 

This dispatch is based on what 
the writer believes to be a true 
interpretation of the Russian posi- 
tion on many important questions, 
foreign and domestic. It is not 
in any way intended as advocacy 
or apology, approval or disapprov- 
al for any ideologies, plans or pro- 
grams. Its material was gathered 
in firsthand talks with Russians, 
official and non-official, and with 
American, British and French and 
other foreign representatives who 
have more than a passing knowl- 
edge of the Soviet Union. It is 
also based on impressions gath- 
ered in nearly six years of report- 
ing from the Soviet Union. 

Faith in Soviet System. 

The Russians have an abiding 
faith in their leaders and their 
system, and they are convinced 
that not only is their way of life 
the best for all people, but that 
all the peoples of the world one 
day will come around to their way 
of thinking. 

They think they are not doing 
half as much to convince other 
countries of the value of their 
way of life as the United States, 
or, as they say, certain forces in 
the United States, are doing to 
convince other countries that the 
American way of life is best. 

The Russians profess to see no 
dangers to world peace in their 
ways. They are convinced there 
are dangers in the American way. 

The people of Russia and their 
leaders have a deep faith in the 
good will toward the Soviet Union 
of the American, British and 
French peoples and the peoples 
of many other lands. This faith, 
good wil] and friendship, they are 
convinced, is based deep in the 
workers, the plain people of these 
other lands. 

The Russians are sure that 
there are influential persons in 
various parts of the world who 
see in the Soviet Union a perma- 
nent challenge to their “selfish” ' 
desires and hence want a war 
with the Soviets. But they think 
this will not come about, for the 
people of the world dd not want 
it and the people of the world 
will prevail, ; 

An anti-Soviet current, they are 
convinced, is running now in the 
United States. The prime strength 
of this current, they feel, comes 
from certain militarists, indus- 
trialists, bankers, newspaper pro- 
rprietors and politicians. 

Hope for Collaboration.

A_ great 
acreage is under cultivation, not 
so much as before the war, but 
still a great deal, for this is one 
of the great agricultural countries 
of the world despite its industrial 
progress, 

Wheat planted in the winter 
looks good thus far. This spring 
has had what might be adjudged 
just the right amount of rain. 

If the harvests should be good 
many ‘things are possible. . It is 
possible that the nation could 
abandon bread rationing and have 
enough to sell.or trade to Britain, 
France and some other nations.

LONDON (ONA, by Wireless). 
HE recent debate on foreign 
affairs in parliament was, I 
think, marked by important 

features. 

First, and perhaps most impor- 
tant, was the new tone in Foreign 
Secretary Bevin’s discussion of 
Poland and its problem. He spoke 
after having been there, even if 
briefly, himself; he had seen the 
utter desolation of Warsaw and 
he had examined at first hand the 
attitude of the leading members 
in the Polish Government. 

The result was his announce- 
ment that the Anglo-Polish finan- 
cial agreement is to be ratified 
and his expression, in a spirit of 
conviction and confidence, that it 
was the duty of “emigre” Poles 
to return to their own country and 
share in the immense work of its 
reconstructio#. 

The second feature was the fact 
that though he had nothing con- 
structive to report on the Moscow 
negotiations, either on Germany or 
on the long overdue Austrian 
treaty, Bevin reported his experi-

Opinion here is that the surpris- 
ing thing about the machinery is 
not that it doesn’t work too well, 
but that it works at all.

It requires 
co-opeyation among 1l govern- 
ments with aims, methods and 
national prides which often con- 
flict, It also requires co-operation 

‘among civilians and the Army 
and Navy in matters where it is 
hard to tell where the authority 
of one ends and that of another 
begins. 

e personal element plays a 
big part in making and carrying 
out policy for Japan. Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur does not always 
find it the easiest and most 
pleasant job in the world to get 
along with all the people who are 
supposed to help make and carry 
out policy and vice versa. 


U.S. Has the Power. 


The most important single rea- 
son why the machinery works as 
well as it does is that the United 
States has almost sole and com- 
plete authority in Japan. The 
other Allies have only the palest 
shadow of a veto power, and 
Japan is run as a whole and not 
divided into the. kinds of zones 
that makes so much trouble in 
Germany, Austria and Korea, 

Nobody is entirely satisfied with 
the way Allied policy is made and 
carried out in Japan. The other 
Allies wish they had a good deal 
more to say about it. Gen. Mac 
Arthur and some United States 
officials here wish the Allies had 
even less. But the loud cries of 
alarm that went up on all sides 
when the policy machinery was 
set up have not been justified 
events, the official records 
cate. 

Thus, a good many Americans 
feared that other countries would 

compe] the United States to do 
things in Japan, which it did not 
want to do, or prevent the United 
States from doing things it did 
want to do. Neither of these 
things has happened. 

The Allies feared, on the other 
hand, that they wouldn’t have 
anything whatever to say about 
running Japan, This fear, too, 
has proved groundléss. The Allies 
have had a good deal to say 
about what goes on in Japan. 
They haven't been able to impose 
their wishes on the United States, 
but they have been able to per- 
suade America to modify its pol- 
icies on several points. 

Two Principal Agencies. 

The Allies make their wishes 
known through two principal 
agencies: the Fda@r Eastern Com- 
mission ‘and the Allied Council. 

The Far Eastern Commission, 
which sits in Washington, helps 
make policy. When the commis 
sion agrees on a policy, the Unit- 
ed States directs MacArthur to 
carry it out. In doing this, Mac- 
Arthur is supposed to confer with 
the Allied Council ia Tokyo. 

Besides the commission and the 
council, several special missions 
have ‘been set up to help make 
and carry out policy on Japanese 
reparations. 

The council has been the least 
effective of these bodies. 

“All it has been able to do is 
irritate the hell ‘out of MacAr- 
thur,” one sage observer here has 
said. 

The council was given precious 
little authority, to begin with, and 
the Allies have not been able, in 
practice, to exercise even that. 

The Soviets have used the cour 
cil as a sounding board for strong 
criticisms of MacArthur and the 
United States occupation in Japan 
as a whole. 

For some time, the United 
States representative in the coun- 
cil—George Atcheson Jr., a career 
diplomat — counterattacked the 
Soviets as enthusiastically as they 
attacked us. A certain number 
of people here thought that was 
a mistake. They believed it played 
into the Russian’s hands by seem- 
ing to add’ to the Soviet criticisms 
and by giving added publicity to 
them. 

This point of view must have 
been laid before Atcheson during 
a visit he made to Washington 
this spring, and he and Gen. Mac- 
Arthur. must have found it plaus- 
ible, for Atcheson has refrained 
from publicly counter-attacking 
the Soviets since his return td 
Tokyo. 

Constitution an Example. 

One of the most curious consti- 
tutions that ever saw the light of 
day has just gone into effect in 
Tokyo. Both in what it provides 
and fails to provide, and in. the 
way it was drawn up, the new 
Japanese charter is in a class all 
by itself. 

The constitution sets up a dem- 
ocratic government, yet it was 
first drafted in the headquarters 
of a foreign conqueror, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur. . 

Then it was turned over to the 
Legislature of the vanquished for 
discussion and adoption, No pro- 
vision has been made for consid- 
eration of the charter by, a con- 
stitutional convention, or for a 
popular vote on it. 

After the draft constitution was 
published, it was amended by the 
congueror’s own Government in 
agreement with representatives of

Did Fast Work. 

The commission had misgivings 
about several poinfs in the draft 
constitution, but the schedule for 
ratification in Tokyo left the com- 
mission little time to discuss these 
points, agree on them and pass 
on their views to MacArthur. 

However, the members put on a 

burst of speed which was remark- 
able by the standards of interna- 
tional organizations. 
They agreed on and recommend- 
ed six basic changes in the con- 
stitution as drafted at Supreme 
Headquarters. 

For example, the commission ad- 
vised that the charter should pro- 
vide that the Premier and all 
members of the Cabinet. always 
must be civilians. © = 


the 
Cabinet must always be chosen 
from the lower House of the Leg- 
islature. 
The United States sent the com- 
mission’s recommendations to 
MacArthur. He in turn passed 
them on to the Japanese, and they 
were all adopted. 
The commission must still have 
misgivings about the new consti- 
tution, however. 
The members, apparently, didn’t 
make recommendations on all the 
points they dislike, There wasn’t: 
time to do so, for one thing, and 
besides, it seems probable that 
the commission didn't think it 
would.do much good to propose 
further changes, in view of the 
way things were going in Tokyo. 
But it, is clear that the members 
think some further consideration 
is called for, because they have 
announced that they will review 
the whole constitution after it 
has been in effect not less than 
one full year and not less ‘than 
wo. ; 
This story of the new constitu- 
tion reveals the relationships in 
policy-making among MacArthur, 
United States officials in Wash- 
ington and the other Allies repre- 
sented in the Far Eastern Com- 
mission. . 
How MacArthur Operates. 
MacArthur goes on the theory 
that it is up to Washington to 
provide him with a policy if it 
has one it wants carried out. 
When the Supreme Com er 
gets a policy directive, he acts on 
it—although he sometimes makes 
pointed and even pungent com- 
ments on these directives, and 
sometimes gets Washington to re- 
consider them. 
But if MacArthur thinks he 
needs to deal with a problem and 
has no policy instructions on it, 
he goes. ahead and makes his own 
policy and carries it out. 
In such cases, he. doesn’t neces- 
sarily always feel obliged to con- 
sult Washington in advance and 
ask for instructions, or even tell 
Washington what he is doing. 
Moreover, he is not always over- 
joyed if and when Washington. 
comes along later with policy ad- 
vice’ and instructions ona prob- 
lem after he has set out to deal 
with it. as he thinks best. 
MacArthur also has sometimes 
taken the initiative in publicly 
stating his views on policy ques- 
tions which civilian Washington 
and the other Allies too have 
thought were primarily their con- 
cern rather than his. , 
There is, however, no d 
tion here to quarrel with 
Arthur, or to make difficulties for 
him in any way, 
The White House and the State 
and War Departments have the 
highest respect for the Supreme 
Commander and the greatest ad- 
miration for the job he is doing. 
So do the Allies, with the usual 
exception of Russia.

Fresh Vegetables 
Being Produced 
for 100,000 on 80 
Acres.

TOKYO (By Air Mail.) 
HE largest hydroponic farm in 
Tithe. woria has been set up in 
Japan so that American boys 
can have the fresh vegtables to 
which they are accustomed at 
home. Out of the mouths of test 
tubes and chemically-fed gravel 
beds are coming lettuce, radishes 
and cucumbers for more than a 
hundred thousand hungry-for-raw 
vegetable Americans. 
nough vegetables will be 
grown during this year to permit 
every member of the United States 
occupation forces in both Japan 
and Korea, to enjoy from eight to 
.10 servings of raw Vegetables each 
week. This means that 10,500,000 
pounds will be produced. 
The Japanese manner of fer- 
tilizing vegetables with human 
excrement contaminates the soil 
with many disease organisms, dan- 
gerous to human beings, includ- 
ing dysentery, typhoid, hook worm 
and other ills. This, of course, 
precludes the use of soil-grown 
raw salad vegetables by American 
troops here. And since Ameri- 
cans are used to such food, and 
suffer deficiencies without it, it 
was determined to grow the neces- 
sary plants in a different manner. 


Two Farms Developed. 


Fourteen miles west of Tokyo 
‘is this fine example of the Fighth 
Army’s care of its own in Japan. 
To grow these needed vegetables 
the method of farming known 
as hydroponics is being used, 
which is sometimes called chemi- 
cal farming or solution culture. 
Briefly, hydroponics is the science 
of growing crops by feeding them 
a. solution which contains the 


development. 

Two.farms have now been de- 
veloped, a 55-acre one at Chofu, 
near Tokyo, and 25 acres near 
Kyoto. At these two farms, vege- 
tables are being grown which can 
be eaten raw and used as salad 
vegetables. Tomatoes are. the most 
important crop, and there are 
large quantities of lettuce, cucum- 
bérs, green peppers and radishes. 
Seeds were first sown in Chofu 
on Feb. 6, and on March 14 Mrs. 
Douglas MacArthur harvested the 
first handful of radishes. This 
was the jump-off operation for 
the tons of vegetables that are 
beginning to find their way to 
all the occupation forces. : 
In Japan the condition of the 
soil is not the only factor which 
prevents the occupation forces 
from using Japan-grown vegeta- 
bles. Only 14 per cent of the land 
in the home islands. can be used 
for growing crops, and all of this 
is needed for the Japanese them- 
selves. : 

Seeds Planted in Troughs. 

n this new kind of farming, 
ds are planted in long concrete 
troughs filled with gravel, care- 
fully selected to. permit the proper 
flow of the chemical fe. -ilizer and 
water solution. The troughs are 
80, feet in length, and there are 
five acres to a plot. The beds, 
which cover five acres to each 
plot, make up a block 700 feet long 
and 3828 feet wide, 

A .95,000 gallon tank for the 
chemical solution is at one end, 
and this liquid is fed to the plants 
as needed. Constant laboratory 
checks insure rapid and constant 
production. A five-acre greenhouse 
for production of off-season vege- 

tables and tender seedlings has a 
900-horsepower boiler, measuring 
700x328, feet, one of the world’s 
largest... 

A small group of officers headed 
by Lt. Col. Ewing Elliott, Army 
hydroponics expert; 23 enlisted 
men and 64 Japanese technicians, 
are engaged in producing the vege- 
tables. 

When the vegetables are ready 
for distribution, Col. Elliott in- 
forms the Quartermaster Corps, 
informing them of the amount 
ready. The vegetables are pack-

Seemingly endléss preparations 
precede every out-of-town appear- 
ance of a President. A brief de- 
parture from the White House for 
a dinner at a Washington hotel is 
mapped out in advance, 

Even Truman’s before-breakfast 
walk means exercise for the Se- 
cret Service, While only one man 
walks at his side, others stroll 
nearby, and a Secret Service auto- 
mobile follows slowly in their 
wake, 
The chief of the White House 
detail operates from a tiny office 
in the White House under direc- 
tion of James J. Maloney, chief 
of the entire Secret Service, 
Reminder For Men. 
In that office, where every man 
of the three shifts can see it as 
he go.s to work, is a constant re- 
minder that carelessness can be 
fatal. It is a framed quotation 
from David Rankin Barbee, deal- 
ing with the assassination of 
Abraham Lincoln at Ford’s Thea- 
ter: 
“When John Wilkes Booth ap- 
proached, he was stopped by the 
sentine] and told that he could 
not enter. 

“"'This is the President’s box, 
sir, Forbes said. ‘No one is per- 
mitted to enter.’ 

“T am a Senator,’ responded 
Booth. ‘Mr. Lincoln has sent for 
me.

“His gentlemanly and genteel 
appearance deceived the sentinel, 
who allowed him to pass to the 
President's box.” 
The necessity for providing the 
fullest measure of .security has 
brought about the closest co-op- 
eration of the Secret Service with 
state and ,city officers through- 
out the country, as well as with 
their own field officers, whose 
primary work is fighting counter- 
feiters and forgers of Government 
checks. 

Bullet-Proof Limousine, 
A bullet-proof limousine, in 
which the. President usually rides, 
is sent ahead by express or driven 
through, along with an open ma- 
chine for parades. So are custom- 
built armored automobiles of the 
Secret Service. 
The latter—usually there are 
two of them—are equipped with 
automatic shotguns, to y guns 
and sidearms, One of them can 
~€ used for moving the President 
through particularly heavy 
crowds. It has footplates on which 
agents can stand on either side. 
While the President likes to 
drive when he is at home at In- 
dependence, Mo., or on vacation, 
an agent always rides in his ma- 
chine. No one but a specially- 
trained member of the detail is 
ever permitted to drive him on 
public or official occasions. 
Days in advance of any presiden- 
tial appearance at a luncheon or 
a dinner, the Secret Service must 
be furnished with a list of all

Detectives and field Secret Serv- 
ice officers as well as’ patrolmen 
are placed on guard at every rail- 
road station through which the 
train will move, In addition, other 
men guard every switch, trestle 
and overpass along the way to 
prevent any attempt to wreck the 
train. 

A security net is thrown around 
the New York station the -Presi- 
dent’s train will enter, and the 
point at which the President will 
step from his private car is 
marked to the inch. He enters 
an elevator which carries him to 
the floor above, where his auto- 
mobile is waiting. 

The streets over which he trav- 
els to his hotel are guarded by 
hundreds of uniformed New York 
police, ‘and detectives are scat-

Rooftops Manned. 

Other officers guard his point 
of entrance into the hotel, the 
elevators, the fire escapes and 
every door he will pass. The fire 


| escapes and rooftops of adjoining 


buildings are manned by picked 
officers. The occupants of the 
buildings adjoining are investi- 
gated. 

The elevators the President and 
his party will used are marked out 
in advance, A last minute inspec- 
tion is made to determine that 
they are mechanically. perfect. 
Other officers guard electrical 
control switches and check up on 
the elevator operators. 

The entire security force wears 
special lapel identifactions good 
for one day only. Special creden- 
tials are provided a carefully- 
screened news corps, 

When the President sits down 
to his meal he can see a Secret 
Service officer from his own de- 
tail at a table to the front of him 
and one to the left and right of 
him at other tables on the floor, 
blending in with the guests.

GIs Leaving 
Vivid Memories 
Among Italians 


Food, Slang, . Jeeps, 
Romance Most 
Colorful Aspects 

of Occupation.

ROME, May 2% (AP). 
CARTOON which appeared 
A in a Rome, magazine two 
'*® years ago, when the market 
bulged with American canned 
food, still is popular today, 

It depicted two pretty girls 
looking at an approaching knight 
in shining armor. One of them 
says hopefully to the other, “let's 
hope there’s no meat and vege- 
tables inside.” 

The G.I. is quitting Italy now, 
after nearly four years gf occu- 
pation, leaving behind him an un- 
shakable conviction that Ameri- 
cans eat only out of cans. He 
eaves also the word “okay” to 
sharpen the Italian language, 
thousands of jeeps, and a wide- 
spread taste for American to- 
bacco, ’ 

Whether United States troops 
and their British comrades-in- 
arms made any lasting contribu- 
tion. toward establishing the four 
freedoms in. Italy is a point for 
the historian to decide. As the 
last few thousand troops prepare 
to withdraw 90 days after ratifi- 
cation of the peace treaty, most 
Italians remember the colorful as- 
pects of the occupation rather 
than the objectives of military 
government.. 

Impact on Language. 

Italians had a-hard time. with 
“okay”; when they first heard it. 
Most of them adopted it instantly, 
but few knew what it meant. 
Many Americans were greeted by 
their Italian friends with “okay” 
for “hello.” As time went on, the 
word became standard usage, 
even in newspaper headlines. 

The G.I. also brightened Dante’s 
language with “sciuscia,” (Shoe- 
shine.) “Sciuscia”-was the name 
applied to the street urchins who 
sprang up in occupied towns and 
made fat earnings. shining the 
shoes of the Americans. 

The “sciuscia” brought out a 
fundamental difference between 
the American and Italian men- 
tality. , 

The Italian press almost unani- 
mously attacked the shoeshine 
boy as an evil outgrowth of de- 
feat, a symbol of servility toward 
the “conqueror.” In Italy, shining 
shoes is equivalent to social 
degradation. The G.I, on the 
other hand, universally liked the 
little boys who, they felt, showed 
more initiative than many of 
their elders. 1% 

Another expression which few 
Italians will ever forget is “P.X.” 
The post exchange was the sym- 
bol of American wealth. In large 
cities, like Rome and Naples, the 
American P.X. occupied huge 
stores with large, rich display 
windows. The . neighborhood of 
these shops became the favorite 
hunting grounds of black market 
operators. 

Jeeps and Romance. 

The G.I. brought the jeep to 
Italy. He brought so many that 
at one time the jeep was the most 
common vehicle on the road, It 
became the prizéd target. of 
thieves. Bands of car thieves de- 
veloped highly specialized tech- 
niques for stealing either the com- 
plete product or any of its sev- 
eral parts. 

Today the jeep is still as com- 
mon as the midget Fiat, but with 
the disappearance of the big gaso- 
line denots—and the black mar- 
ket which fattened on them—the 
Italian wants cars which -get 
more mileage on the gallon, 


The G.I. and his officers, start- 
ing with R. Adm. Ellery W. Stone, 
former chief of the Allied Com- 
mission, liked the Italian girls. 
They married 5000. of them, ac- 
cording to official figures. 

The girls they didn’t marry, the 
“signorine” as Italians called the 
girls who fraternized, have most- 
ly disappeared. With them have 
gone another famous product of 
the occupation—the bands of Ital- 
lan youths who ambushed and 
stripped the girl, cut her hair, 
and tossed her in the public foun- 
tain, 

The greatest American bases 
during the occupation were Naples 
and Livorno, both supply ports. 
Livorno now is supply base for 
the occupation force in Venezia 
Giulia and the seat of Allied 
headquarters. 

When the troops leave Livorno, 
Italian feature editors will lose 
Tombolo, one of their most color- 
ful poaching grounds, Tombolo is 
a pine forest between Livorno and 
Pisa. Scores of deserters, many 
of them Negroes, live there with 
Italian girls. The forest is said 
to be highly fortified. Press ac- 
counts say al] attempts by mili- 
tary police to clear it failed, al- 
though frequent raids were made. 
All the leading Italian newspapers 
and magazines sent their best fea- 
ture writers to Tombolo to do a 
piece on the “Tahiti of Italy.” 


Huge Relief Outlay.

Geography would not count 
against him, but the smallness of 
the population of ‘Wyoming would, 
at l@ast to some degree. There 
has been a gtrong impression that 
Senator Millard E. Tydings of 
Maryland expects the nomination 
as a payoff for his bitte® fight in 
support of Edwin W. Pauley when 
his nomination to Be Under Secre- 
tary of the Navy was being con- 
sidered by the Naval Affairs Com- 
mittée of the Senate.

The 
Democratic leaders can take no 
chances in New York state, 
especially if Gov: Dewey should be 
nominated for President on the 
Republican ticket.

It is not’ to’ be doubted that 
James A. Farley still, has the 
political disease that is so difficult 
to cure.

Until recently there has been 
a good deal of quiet but confident 
opinion that Secretary of the 
Navy Forrestal, also of New York, 
had the inside track, Certainly he 
is one of the most influential men 
in the Truman administration so 
far as the President himself is 
concerned. However, lately Secre- 
tary of Commerce Harriman seems 
to be shaking a political leg to the 
degree that he had never done 
since the late Harry L. Hopkins 
started him on the path that lead 
to Moscow, London and ultimately 
the Cabinet, For years, regarded 
as a Republican, then, for a time, 
as a political bifurcation, it may 
be assumed that Harriman now 
regards himself as a Democrat. 

Senator McMahon of Connecti- 
cut has also been mentioned as a 
possibility for Vice President on 
the- Democratic ticket. So has 
Secrétary of War Patterson, of 
New York, although he would 
have strong competition in his 
own state. :

If only 5000 tons of this oil were 
sold to the United States at pres- 
ent prices, money would be avail- 
able to pay for the wheat needed 
in this country. This is some- 
thing American administrators 
undoubtedly will look into when 
they arrived. 


The cost of living continues to 
soar. Bread and olive oil are the 
only two items that are rationed. 
Common labor receives $2.40 a 
day, or 12,000 drachmas, and 
skilled workerg earn from $38 to 
$5 daily, but prices so high 
that this means the barest sub- 
sistence on bread and the precious 
olive oil. Fish is $3 per oka, 
about one and one-tenth pounds, 
Other meat is out of sight, al- 
though plentiful on the black mar- 
ket. 


This is a véry fragmentary pic- 
ture of life in .he Greek capital 
today, but I have just arrived. In 
the months to come I expect to 
visit every part of Greece, to talk 
with all the party leaders of every 
faction, to visit the guerrillag in 
the mountains, and to watch the 
results of the Truman policy in 
this vital and colorful country. 


MARSHALL ADVISES KOREANS 
TO SHOW ‘UTMOST RESTRAINT’ 


WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP)— 
Secretary of State George C. 
Marshal) told a group of Korean 
leaders yebterday they must show 
“the utmost of tolerance and 
restraint” during current Ameri- 
can-Soviet negotiations for the 


unification and independence of 
Korea. 

Marshall sent a letter to Dong 
Wang Hyun, one of a group of 39 
prominent Koreans who asked 
Marshall in a letter last February 
to retain Lt, Gen. John R. Hodge 
as American commander while 
United States troops remain in 
Korea, 

“I am encouraged to find that 
Korean Jeaders representing vari- 
ous professions and political be- 
liefs are united. in their desire 
to achieve unification and inde- 
pendence for Korea and especially 
that they have confidence in 
American military government, 
which is working toward that 
end,” Marshall wrote. “With meet- 
ings of the joint (Soviet-Ameri- 
can) commission again convened 
in Seoul it is a very critical 
moment for Korea. The utmost of 
tolerance and restraint are neces- 
sary if the commission is to suc 
ceed in its work. For that reason 
I was particularly gratified to re- 
ceive your statement.”

Never before in history has it 
been necessary for the soldier to 
be the best informed citizen of 
his country or for the civilian to 
think of himself and his skill as 
an inherent factor in security. 
Such, however, is the nature of 
the air world that the soldier and 
civilian must hang together or 
separately.

A.M.G. AUTHORIZES 
1950 PASSION PLAY . 
AT OBERAMMERGAU 


MUNICH, Germany, May 
(AP) — The American Military 
Government has approved the re- 
vival of the Oberammergau Pas- 
Sion Play in 1950, but with a cast 
of actors cleared of any taint of 
Nazism. 

The play, whose tercenentary in 
1984 drew approximately 400,000 
persons, had been presented every 
10 years for the last 300 years 
with few interruptions. Presenta- 
tions were prevented, however, by 
the Franco-Prussian War and the 
First and Second World Wars. 

Residents of the village of Ober- 
ammergau, 45 miles southwest 
of Munich, had considered giving 
the religious drama this year. 
They abandoned their plans be- 
cause, among other difficulties, 
Otto Haser. who was chosen to 
play the role of Christ, is a pris- 
oner in the Soviet zone of Ger- 
many, Alois Lang, who portrayed 


the role in 1934, was barred for |. 


his Nazi leanings by a de-Nazifi- 
cation court. He is more than 80 
years old. 

The Passion Play was first pre- 
sented in 1634 in thanksgiving be- 
cause the village had been spared 
during a plague. 

Oberammergau was spared by 
bombing planes in World War II 
and costumes and scenery used 
for the play escaped damage.

All Countries With 
Wording of Concept.

LAKE SUCCESS, May 24 (AP) 
—A tall Dutch editor, on whose 
EAR bald head the Germans once 
placed a reward of 10,000 marks 
and an Iron Cross, is working 
overtime to find a simple defini- 
nition of freedom of information 
which will satisfy all countries of 


the world. 

He is G. J. Van Heuven Goed- 
hart, 46 years old, chief editor of 
the Amsterdam newspaper Het 
Parool, whith he translated to 
mean roughly The Watchword. 

Goedhart was unanimously elect- 
ed president of the United Nations 
subcommission on freedom of in- 
formation and of the press May 
19. Since then he has devoted 
most of his waking hours to run- 
ning the’ subcommission and try- 
ing to get its well-filled slate 
cleared in the two weeks allowed 
for its meeting. 

Interviewed practically on the 
run inthe delegates’ lounge at 
U.N, headquarters, Goedhart said 
the subcommission has two tasks: 

1, To prepare for a world con- 
ference on freedom of information 
to be held perhaps early next year 
in Europe. — 

2. To describe what obligations 
and rights and practices are in- 
volved in the conception of free- 
dom of information, In short, he 
continued, simply to give a defini- 
tion of freedom of information. 

Goedhart conceded that the sub- 
commission might not accomplish 
the second task at this meeting, 
but he expressed determination to 
try hard for it. 

Experiences With Underground. 

The Dutch editor was extreme- 
ly reluctant to talk of his uh- 
derground days. He said almost 
everyone was in the same boat 
and that many people had even 
more hazardous experiences. He 
said the Germans offered the re- 
ward plus an Iron Cross to the 
fellow who could catch him, but 
they never succeeded, Once he

Het 
Parool lost 37 people—editors, dis- 
tributors and staffers—to the Ger- 
mans. 

When he left his resistance post 
in 1944 to go to London and be- 
come minister of justice in The 
Netherlands cabinet. there, his 
wife and their two daughters, liv- 
ing near Amsterdam, were forced 
to go into hiding. He makes it 
plains that he prefers being a 
journalist to a politician and that 
Het Parool is his piide. 

The newspaper was started in 
1940, just a few months after the 
German invasion. It was pub- 
lished underground throughout the 
war and came into the open May 
5, 1945, the day of liberation. It 
is now one of the largest of two 
newspapers in Holland. There are 
six newspapers in a group of Het 
Parools in Holland and the Am- 
sterdam paper has a circulation of 
140,000

RUSSIA APPARENTLY AIMING 
AT SATELLITE BELT IN ASIA 


New State of Inner Mongolia Cited by Weller 
as Part of Plan—He Lays Red Gains 
to Retreat in U.S. Policy.

CHICAGO, May 24 — The last 
American chance to check Soviet 
expansion in Manchuria is fading. 
The Chinese Communist armies, 
introduced into Manchuria from 
Shantung by the Soviets, are 
pressing back the Nationalist 
armies of Chiang Kai-shek. They 
have cut off Changchun, the 
Washington of Manchuria, from 
Mukden, its Chicago. 

America’s withdrawal of its 
marines from northern China has 
seemingly been the signal for the 
new Communist offensive. Gener- 
alissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s lines 
of railroad communication, once 
partly proteeted by the marines, 
are under powerful attack by the 
Reds. 

The withdrawn marines, far 
fewer than the Soviet forces hold- 
ing the chief Manchurian coastal 
bases of Port Arthur and Dairen, 
could not have béen effective in 
any direct engagement against 
either the Soviet army or the 
Chinese Communist army. Their 
withdrawal is political, Their 
nominal job of repatriating the 
Japanese to Japan is over. 

The Americans have been the 
target of Communist propaganda, 
Nationalist propaganda does not 
criticize openly the Soviets re- 
maining in Dairen and Port Ar- 
thur, hoping by tolerance to woo 
the Soviets into reducing their 
force. The Chinese Nationalists 
also cannot hit the Soviets for 
staying in Manchuria without hit- 
ting the United States which at 
Yalta gave the twin ports to Pre- 
mier Stalin's usé. 

Satellite Pian Emerging. 

What appears to be a Russian 
plan for a screen of satellite 
states, similar to that stretching 
from Hungary to Bulgaria, is 
emerging in the Balkans of north- 
east Asia. A new state, an au- 
tonomous Inner Mongolia, has 
been created between Communist- 
held northern Manchuria and an- 
ather older Soviet satellite, the 
Mongoliar People’s Republic. 

Inner Mongolia's capital, Wang- 
Yeh-Miao, is about six hours’ 
train journey west of Manchu- 
ria’s capital, Changchun, which 
ie likely to be picked off soon 
by the surrounding Communist 
armies. 

The Soviets’ careful develop 
ment of this string of states in 
eastern Asia has been made pos- 
sible mainly by the great retreat 
in American policy which began 
at Yalta and is not yet concluded 
in the Far East. 

At Yalta the Soviets induced 
the Americans to approve the “in- 
dependence” of the People’s Mon- 
golian Republic, formerly known 
as Outer Mongolia when it was 
part of China. 

The chief step at Yalta in cre- 
ating this Balkans of northeast 
Asia occurred — when President

Roosevelt, in the belief the Soviets 
would fight the Pacific war, 
agreed to allow the Soviet Army 
into Manchuria and northern Ko- 
rea. In the last two days of the 
Pacific war the Soviets overran 


this whole area, taking over po-' 


litical steermanship of a belt 


‘which is the richest in coal, gold 


and forests of all East Asia, 

Three satellite armies have re- 
sulted from this admission of the 
Soviets to Manchurian soil, The 
is the Communist 
army of northern Korea raised on 
the Korean-Manchurian border 
and not to be confused with the 
Korean army of Soviet-occupied 
northern. Korea, This army of 
emigree Koreans is helping the 
Chinese Communist army today, 
according to Nanking reports, in 
trying to seize Changchun. 

The middle army is the Chinese 
Communist army, with perhaps 
100,000 conscripts and regulars. It 
was this army whose spearhead 
and: real fighting force the Soviets 
smuggled in from Shantung in the 
fall and winter after Japan's sur- 
render. The Soviets armed them 
with Japanese weapons 
placed them in the strongest posi- 
tions to thwart Chiang’s attempt 
to recover Manchuria in accord- 
ance with the peace treaties. Now 
they ‘are trying to improve this 
strategic bequest of the Soviet 
army, 

The westernmost army is the 
cavalry of the new Inner Mon- 
golian state—the Mongols rarely 
fight on foot—who are now also 
helping the Chinese Reds by slash- 
ing at Nationalist communications 
into Manchuria. This force is 
small but mobile and tough. 


During the last winter and 
spring the Nationalists won two 
battles of prestige. They seized 
Yenan, Red capital of caverns, 
and Kalgan, on the edge of Inner 
Mongolia. But thanks to Soviet 
sponsorship in the critical three 
months after the war, the Chinese 
Reds now are taking the richness 
of Manchuria in their hands. The 
United States has never even pro- 
tested against the Soviet maneu- 
ver by which this change was ac- 
complished, nor attached any con- 
ditions about Manchuria to our 
withdrawal from northern China. 

The default of American inter- 
ests in Manchuria, when it be- 
comes realized in the early future, 
is likely to arouse here fresh calls 
for new “loans” to China’s Nation- 
alist government. An extension 
of the Beppmpen- doctrine to China 
may be suggested, even though 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall now believes that the big 
new “loan” to Korea is the last 
foreseeable outlay. 

Some observers of the Far East 
say, however, that the Truman 
doctrine already has been tried in 
China and has

POSSIBILITY SEEN 
OF VIRUS BECOMING 
ALLY OF MANKIND 


Kens for Conversion by 
Science Voiced by Expert 
’ Who Shared Nobel Prize. 


CHICAGO, May 24 (UP)—The 
deadly virus, age-old foe of all liv- 
ing things, may one day be com 
verted by chemical science into an 
ally of mankind,. Dr. Wendell M. 
Stanley of the Rockfeller Institute 
for Medical Research said las 
night. 

In a speech accepting the Wil- 
lard Gibbs medal of the Chicago 
section of the American Chemical 
Society, Stanley said that tiny, 
mysterious agents responsible for 
some of the most devasting dis- 
eases of man, plants and animals 
was being subjected to modifica- 
tions of structure which. might 
eventually result in one of the 
greatest triumphs of modern 
medicine, 

Stanley shared the Nobel prize 
tn chemistry last year for his 
work on viruses, particularly the 
wartime development of an in- 
fluenza vaccine. 

“It is conceivable that virus 
activity could be used.for bene- 
ficial purposes, to prevent much 


human suffering and great eco-} 


nomic loss, to probe into the deep- 
est mysteries of life and to pro- 
vide knowledge which might af- 
fect the destiny of all living 
things,” he said, 

Stanley said that science already 
had made use of natural changes, 
or mutations, in viruses in pre- 
paring vaccines for smallpox and 
yellow fever, but that development 
of these beneficial virus strains 
had been largely a matter of 
chance, Many other virus dis- 
eases, including polio, measles, 
mumps, virus pneumonia and com- 
mon cold, still remain to be con- 
quered, he added.

DETROIT, May 24 (AP)—In a 
big plant that sprawls over a size- 
able chunk of Toledo,.Willys-Over- 
land is rolling out jeeps—the “all 
purpose” vehicles, station wagons, 
panels and heavy duty trucks — 
in a seemingly endless stream. 

Production has not reached high 
volume—it amounts te about 500 
units a day, probably less than 
one-third of the plant capacity— 


but the stream is persistent; more 
than 125,000 vehicles have been 
made since the war and the 
volume, thanks to meticulous 
planning, is yielding Willys-Over- 
land a modest profit, even in the 
face of the same materials short- 
ages that have plagued all auto- 
mobile makers since V-J day. 


At the same time, Willys-Over- 
land, which built about 3,000,000 
automobiles in a career of varying 
fortunes that goes back more than 
40 years, has a big expansion pro- 
gram under way. As part of a 
$21,000,000 program designed to 
make itself more self-contained, it 
is completing a new stamping 
shop, equipped with more than 50 
giant steel presses and planning 
modernization of other production 
equipment. 

The presses, ranging up to 1400- 
ton capacity, will be able to handle 
15,000 tons of sheet steel a mogth, 
according to James D. Mooney, 
president of the company. 


Mooney’s objective is to produce 


within the Willys-Overland plant 
everything peculiar to the ve- 
hicles being made there,

In January 1947 the farm 
mortgage debt in America stood 
at about $5,285,000,000, the farm 
department of the American 
Bankers’ Association reported. 
This was roughly half of what it 
was after World War I. 

Production has increased, too. 
Despite a decrease of almost 10 
per cent in the number of farm 
workers in the last 10 years, vol- 
ume of output has climbed be- 
tween 30 and 35 per cent, the 
Northern Trust Co. reported. This 
was attributed to greatly increased 
productivity on the part of indi- 
vidual farm workers and to mech- 
anization. , 

Also, major tractor and binder 
manufacturers reporting record 
sales of farm machinery in the 
first quarter of this year, assert 
that every piece of farm equip- 
ment that could be built could be 
sold for an indefinite period. 


As of May 1, 1947, about one:

GOVERNMENT AS 
CAPITALIST SHARE 


Idea Once Viewed by 
Revolutionary Theor- 
ists as Progressive Now 
‘Reactionary.’ , w, «

MOSCOW, May 24 (UP) — The 
Soviet Union considers any at- 


tempts to form a world govern- 
ment or to “parliamentarize” the 
United Nations as an effort by 
international capitalists to get 
world domination. 

This concept, often expressed 
indirectly in the past, has deen 
boiled down to fundamentals by 
Eugene Korovin, 2 expert on in- 
ternational law and correspond- 
ing-membéer of the Academy of 
Sciences, 

In his lectures Korovin explains 
that, while world government and 
freedom of trade might once have 
been considered by revolutionary 
political and ecOnomic theorists as 
progressive, under present condi- 
tions they were “deeply reaction- 


For “Self-Determination.” 

Korovin, reviving a phrase 
heard frequently in 1938 and 1939, 
argues that any world government 
would throttle what he believes 
is any nation’s right to “self-de- 
termination.” 

None of his reasoning is against 
the Communist doctrine despite 
what at first might appear as di- 
rect conflict with the old theories. 

He quotes Lenin’s characteriza-

The White Blossoms 
Were a Sight to See 


By Leonard Hall 


AST weekend we drove over past Potosi to spend an eve- 

L ning and have dinner with our friends Herb and Thyrza 
Sayers who, with Herb’s dad, have a beautiful farm and 
apple orchard out on Fourche au Renault where, 200 years ago, 
the Frenchman Renault 

operated some of Missouri's 

earliest lead mines. That 

country is of the same eleva-

tion as ours but more rug- | 


ged in character. In the 
days before gravel erosion 
had all but destroyed it, 
Fourche au Renault was an 
ideal fishing stream for the 
angler who liked to wade 
and fly fish, producing good 
catches of bass, goggle-eye 
and sunfish. Unlike some 
tity farmers, Herb and his 
dad gauged carefully the 
capabilities of their broad 
expanse of hill land, realized 
its limitations for the raising 
of field crops and developed 
it as an orchard. Today, aft- 
er 16 years, there are some 
8000 trees of bearing age. 
When we made our visit, the earlier varieties were just 
dropping their petals, while.the later varieties were in full 
bloom. The big fields lie on comparatively steep slopes and the 
rows upon rows of apple trees loaded with white blossoms were 
a sight to see. But the thing which interested me most was a 


thing I'd never seen before in the middle west. In the orchards — 
in the lower fields, set along between the rows of trees, were a 


hundreds of smudge pots such as are used in the citrus groves 
of Florida and California. These lower fields, as every farmer 
knows, are particularly susceptible to frost damage; in them, 
the temperature will often drop four to six degrees below that 
of the surrounding hill-tops. Scattered through the orchards at 
strategic points are temperature recorders which automatically 
ring a bell when the thermometer drops te the danger point.

When these belis ring, the men immediately start 
out through the orchard with flares, lighting the smudge 
pots as they go. The heat from the pots raises the 
temperature between the tree rows, while the smoke 
serves as a blanket to hold the warm air close to the 
ground. I learned that the smudge pots were being used 
for the first time, although they had been at the orchard 
for several yéars. But this season the trees had come 
right up to mid-May with almost a 100 per cent “set” 
ef blossoms and fruit. Under these circumstances the 
heavy expense for fuel and labor to keep frost out of the 
orchards is likely to pay real dividends. The fact that 
this is probably the first instance of smudge pots being 
used in a mid-western apple orchard and the foresight 
of the owners in having the equipment on hand for just 
such an emergency seemed to me of particular interest.

@ THE OTHER DAY, MY FRIENDS Presley and Colman of 
the Soil Conservation Service came by to help check our five- 
year farm plan egainst the “land capability” map which the 
Service had recently completed for us. This plan follows in a 
general way the Missouri “balanced farming plan,” although 
the latter is applied, perforce, with a less detailed knowledge of 
the exact soi] conditions on a given farm. The problem here at 
Possum Trot is not a particularly complicated one, since prac- 
tically every acre on the farm is going into soil-conserving and 
soil-building crops such as permanent grasses and legumes. In 
eur country, erosion and lack of organic matter in the soil are 
the two primary problems and the job is to stop the former and 
bulld up the latter, while still keeping the land in a state of 
increasing productivity. The plan, as we are working it out, 
gets away from the dependence on Korean lespedeza which, 
while an easily grown and valuable pasture crop, supplies little 
in the way of organic matter and erosion control, and leans 
heavily on the use of gweet clover to build back the humus in 
* the soil, lime to “sweeten” it, fertilizers to replace lost mineral 
elements; thus preparing field after field for more valuable 
crops such as brome grass and alfalfa.

Another recent visitor was Ryland Miller, our Coun- 
ty Agent, who came to help me work out a water-man- 
agement problem over in the east bottom. This field is 
going into permanent pasture, but catches the drainage 
that comes down off the mountain and across the farm 
to the east of us. With rod and level, we laid out a wide 
“diversion channel” traversing almost the whole length 
of the field. This channel will be graded out and gotten 
down into sod as rapidly as possible. When completed, 
it will pick up excess water from several drains which 
now cross this field and carry them safely out to the 
creek. Later we had a visit from Rand Barrett of the 
Conservation Commission, who found Perry and me lay- 
ing out a waterway and terraces in the Huff field west 
of the highway. With Rand we went over the plan for 
our wildlife restoration program which will eventually 
utilize every waste acre on the farm, as well as the 
ponds and fence rows, to provide food and shelter for 
our quail and small game, as well as for thousands of 
song birds. 
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@ DURING THE WEEK we drove up to Ted Volimer’s beau- 
tiful farm in Jefferson county to have supper with a group of 
friends and to meet Carl Buchheister who is vice president of 
the National Audubon Society and heads the Audubon Nature 
Camp in Maine. We agreed, after discussion, that the problems 
- of conservationists who base their activities on scientific fact 
are the same the country over, that we still face a big educa- 
tional job in driving home the need for conserving and restoring 
our natural resources—but that the interest in every phase of 
conservation is more widespread than ever before. And as an 
interesting bit of side-news, we learned that Bill Kelly, who 
carries on our old activities at Possim Trot number one, is 
echeduled to follow Wayne Short as president of the tremen- 
dously successful St. Louis Bird Club, Bill will do a good job 
and we know will enlist the support of all our aature lovers.

Shock Is Wearing Off and the Kids. 


Are Playing Ball Again, but Wreck- 
age on Waterfront Is Constant 


Reminder of Grim Tragedy — Bodies 
Still Being Recovered From Ruins

TEXAS CITY, Tex., May 24. 

HE morgue at Camp Wallace, 

which is some 15 miles from 

Texas City, is a white-painted, 
Army type building with a loading 
dock in front and an open area- 
way which runs through the cen- 
ter of the building. The first thing 
you notice as you step into this 
gpace are small metal containers 
on the floor in front of a large, 
heavy door. The metal containers 
hold bouquets of flowers, pitiful 
tributes to what lies behind the 
door in the refrigeration room. 
' Across the area is a large room 


through the open door of which 


passes, day in and day olity a 
steady stream of people who have 


¢eome in the hope of finding some- 


thing which can be identified as 
having belonged to a missing rela- 
tive. 

Sometimes its half a burned 


shoe, sometimes nothing but a 
gold crown from a tooth. They 
are laid out on large manila en- 
velopes, each enveloped marked 
with a number. On the envelopes 
are such things as belt buckles, 
half melted spectacle frames, 
wrist watch bands, pocket knives, 
pieces of charred cloth and burned 
and blackened cigarette lighters, 
all that remains of some of the 
484 known dead and 200 missing 
in the explosion which five and a 
half weeks ago virtually wiped the 
industrial ‘area of Texas -City off 
the map and caused death and de- 


. struction for miles around, 


Among the articles for identifi- 
cation is a small section of a pair 
of a man’s trunks, Instead of 
buttons they were made with 
metal snaps. A woman stands in 
front of the piece of charred cloth 
holding two metal snaps in her 
hand. She always made her hus- 
band’s shorts, she is. explaining, 
and she brought a couple of snaps 
from her sewing basket to see if 
they matched. But she couldn't 
decide. The chances were she 
would come back again and again. 


“Tf the families will stick with 
us, we'll identify virtually all of 
them,” said tall, hard-working J. 
H. Arnett, a member of the Texas 
State Police, whose presence in the 
emergency has been a god-send. 
Arnett, a graduate of Texas Uni- 
versity, had been in police work 
11 years as a member of the 
chemical division. A few months 
ago he was sent to Harvard where 
a seminar was held on legal-medi- 
cal work and where one of the 
things studied was identification 
of bodies after disasters, based on 
what had been learned from the 
Coconut. Grove fire in Boston. 
Arnett had heen back only a short 
time when the Texas City disaster 
hit, 

“I just sort of moved in and 
took over,” he says. One of the 
first things he did was start the 
hand-sifting of ashes in the 
blasted area to avoid loss of 
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bodies or parts of bodies, or even 
little things like shirt buttons. in 
the cleaning-up process. This is 
a gigantic task in that the blasted 
area covers 30 acres, acres of 
twisted steel, rubble, huge blocks 
of concrete as big as a room 
which have been tossed about and 
piled up like they were pebbles. 
But no area is cleaned up until 
every inch of the ashes and rubble 
has been sifted by hand. Men are 
still working at this task at the 
scene-of the explosion and they 
are still turning up objects which 
may be identifiable, 

“We start where a body is 
found,” Arnett explained. By a 
body he means anything which in- 


dicates there had been a living 


person’ on that spot. 

“Workmen carefully pick up 
everything that might belong to 
that body. It:is then brought to 
us. It might be a charred re- 


mains, an arm or leg or torso, or a 


small heap of ashes brought in in 
a shoebox. It is examined thor- 
oughly. If the body was reduced 
to ashes, the ashes are sifted. 
Bits of cloth are carefully washed 
in the hope of finding laundry 


marks—more than once we had. 


identified what had been a body 
by a laundry mark.”

RNETT also collected from 
the Monsanto Chemical Com- 
pany and other Jarge com- 


panies in the area, complete fin- 
gerprint records of their em- 
ployes. One of his assistants, 
Lioyd Frazier of the state 

lice identification bureau,. hhe 
been using a newly developed 
method by which fingerprints can 
be taken from charred bodies. The 
hands are treated with potassium 
hydroxide, which in many cases 
will swell them long enough to 
get an identifiable print. 


Identification charts were pre- 
pared by Arnett with space for 
any and all available information 
about a missing person from his 
general description to his physical 
condition and whether or not he 
wore a ring or watch, or carried 
keys. One eng | was identified by 
nothing but a Dilackened key. The 
serial number could be discerned. 
The victim’s wife checked it with 
the lock and it tallied, 


X-rays have been made of all 


the bodies complete enough to 


X-ray. In several cases, local 
physicians have been able to com- 
pare them with X-rays made pre- 
viously for an ailment, and thus 
identify a victim. 


“The doctors and the dentists 
have been most helpful and pa- 
tient,” Arnett said, “coming back 
time and again with people to try 
to help them, through studying an 


- X-ray or a piece of bridgework.” 


Shortly after the blast they tried 
a method of identifying bodies by 
the stomach content, a method 
which was not too highly success- 
ful. “The American breakfast,” Ar- 
nett explained with a wry smile, 
“has become too standardized.” 

So far the efforts of Arnett and

his assistants, who eat and sleep 
at the morgue and are available 
night and day, have succeeded in 
identifying 115 victims. In the 
big refrigerator room, before 
which the flowers sit, are parts of 
about 80 more, While it looks like 
a hopeless task, Arnett is con- 
vinced that if they stick with it 
and relatives will be patient, they 
will identify virtually all of them.

T the scene of the explosion, 
where crews of mén are quiet- 
ly working through the rubble, 
there is a death-like stillness and 
a stench which makes the cold 


sweat pop out on your forehead, 
A watchman looked up from his 
newspaper when we remarked 
about it. ‘“They’re still gettin’ 
bodies out of here,” he said lacon- 
ically. 

The area is heavily guarded 
now. Watchmen’s shacks have 
been erected at every road lead- 
ing to the blasted area, Admis- 
sion ig possible only by permission 
of the police department at Texas 
City or officials of the Monsanto 
company. The guards carefully 
inspect the passes. Behind them 
racks containing rows of 
rifles, They take your matches or 
cigarette lighters away before you 
can go in, and make you sign a 
book giving your name and reason 
for being there. 

“Tt’s just that we've had 
enough hell,” said one guard. “We 
don’t want any more.” 

In what had been a parking 


area still stood the workers’ auto- 
mobiles. They were parked row 
on row, but it looked like a sal- 
vage yard, A couple of hundred 
yards from the scene was a mam- 
moth ship’s mast, driven into the 
ground and sticking up at a 45 
degree angle. Along the mile 
stretch of road leading from the 
highway down the blasted area on 
the waterfront were hunks of steel 
plate which had sailed through 
the air after the explosion like 
bits of red paper from a fire- 
cracker. 

In a jeep, accompanied by a 
safety engineer, we toured 
through that part of the blasted 
area where roads had been 
cleared, 


“That was the laboratory on 
the right,” our companion would 
explain, pointirig to a skeleton of 
a building, “and over there,” 
pointing to masses of metal that 
looked like a tin can after a 
shinny game, “were benzol tanks. 


“Over there is what was the 
storeroom building. We started 
at one end of that building and 
cleaned it out by hand. We 
woudn’t let them touch it with 
drag line or a bulldozer, or even 
a shovel. 


“Each time we started to open 
a new area, we would get men 
who had worked in that area and 
who knew it like you know your 
own house. We would send them 
there to show the diggers the 
set-up and where men probably 
were stationed.

found seven charred bodies. Just 
today they found two watches. 


“That’s the polystyrene build- 
ing on the right.

When you take a last look at 
the mass of twisted and charred 
pipes, apparatus, columns, bricks 
and mortar which had been the 
industrial area of Texas City, you 
realize for the first time what a 
miracle it was that anybody came 
out alive.

ET such miracles did hap- 

pen. One man it happened to 

was Fred Connolly of Galves- 
ton, who was chief clerk of the 
maintenance tool room at Mon- 
santo, and who came out alive 
from a room where men were 
crushed and cremated. 


We talked with Connolly at his 
home in Galveston where he is 
recuperating from a fractured 
skull, a fractured vertebra, two 
broken ribs and perforation of 
both ear drums. 


“But after what I saw.” says 
Connolly, “I don’t even like to 
mention my injuries.” 


Connolly had gone to work as 
usual around 7:30 a.m. At 8 
o'clock, the maintenance workers 
were lined up at the tool window 
to get their tools for the day. By 
8:15 o’clock they were on their 
way to various parts of the plant. 


“Mr. Ward, the toolroom super- 
visor, came into the tool room,” 
Connolly related, and he had a 
worried look on his face. ‘Fred,’ 
he said, ‘there’s a ship tied up at 
the dock across the way and she’s 
on fire. I think she’s loaded with 
cotton and wheat.’ None of. us 
knew then, of course, that it was 
really loaded with ammonium ni- 
trate. If we had, we'd have been 
a lot more worried than we were. 


“It was about 8:30 when I 
Strolled out to take a look at it. 
Volumes of green and black smoke 
were belching out of the hold. 
Hundreds of spectators, men, 
women and children, were lined 
up at the dook of the Texas Ter- 
minal Co. which is on the other 
side of the slip from Monsanto, 
watching it. On our side there 
were a lot of office and field 
workers watching it’ too. About 
that time our own fire engine 
pulled out of the plant to go help 
the firefighters on board, The 
Monsanto firemen never came 
back. 


“After watching the fire a few 
minutes I went back to my tool- 
room where I was met by my 
Negro helper. He looked scared 
to death. ‘Mr. Fred,’ he com- 
plained, ‘that ship is too close to 
us to be any good, We're all going 
to get blown to bits.’ I was afraid 
the same thing might happen my- 
self, but I tried to talk him out 
of it. He’ walked out and that 
was the last I ever saw of him, 
His body hasn't been found yet. 


“T was alone in the toolroom, 
which is about 60 feet long and 
I judge about 20 feet wide. Sud- 
denly all hell broke loose. I was 
standing at a table and just as 
I turned over an air grinder to 
check the serial number, a terrific 
roar hit me. It knocked me down 
and knocked my hat and glasses 
off. The lights went out and the 
room was completely dark. I 
don’t know how long I laid there 
unconscious. When I came to, I 
felt a rain of soot and sand hiss- 
ing all around me and pouring

down on me. 

“I managed to get on my feet 
and started groping for the door, 
but I keep falling over obstacles 
that hadn't been there before. [I 
fell again and felt like I couldn't 
try any more, The sand and soot 
were beginning to choke me, 
Something: seemed to be saying 
‘get out of this room and keep 
moving.” So I moved again. Bee 
fore long I began to see daylight. 
Whether or not I went through 
the door or a hole in the wall I 
don’t know yet. I got to the pipe 
shop and tried to get out their 
west door, but the flames drove 
me back. 

“T turned around and made it 
to the north entrance of the build- 
ing which led out into an open 
field. My eyes were swollen al 
most shut and I kept falling on 
my face and getting up again. 
What I saw then was horrible, 
Wreckage everywhere. The big 
tanks were afire and belching 
flames high in the sky. The 
ground was covered with oil and 
water which I stumbled through, 
trying to get to the west gate, 
falling at every other step. 

“On the outside of the gate of- 
fice, workers were pouring out of 
the building—girls and men all 
cut and bleeding and blinded. I 
heard some woman say to me, 
‘please take care of this girl.’ I 
was dazed, but I took her arm 
and we started stumbling through 
an open field. To the left of us 
were the burning docks, behind 
us was Monsanto in flames. Up 
till now I hadn't looked at the 
girl, When I did I discovered that 
her face was, how shall I say it, 
indistinguishable. An ambulance 
came by, but it was loaded with 
dead and dying. They had room 
for only one more, I told them 
to take her.” 


Connolly told how he sat by the 
roadside, losing consciousness sev- 
eral times, until finally picked up 
by a private car and taken to 
the hospital at Galveston. 
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weeks have gone by, the juke 

boxes are blaring out the new 
Texas favorite, “Across the Alley 
From the Alamo.” The shock is 
wearing off, and they can tell you 
about it. The proprietor of the 
leading cafe shows you how, by 
some freak, the outside of the 
building was undamaged, but a 
hole about six feet square was 
blown in the roof and right down 
through the ceiling. He takes you 
into a back dining room, where 
the Kiwanis Club meets. “Had 
nearly 25 newspaper men in here,” 
he says, “and 30 special phones in- 
stalled. Put cots in here and they 
ate and slept here.” 

At City Hall, part of one wall 
was blown out, giving a view of 
the auditorium and a big scenic 
backdrop on the stage. Store and 
office buildings which had win- 
dows blown out or parts of walls 
knocked down are being rebuilt. 

The housing situation is acute, 
but on land provided by the city 
100 housing units are being 
erected. In the meantime, many 
of the homeless are quartered at 
Camp Wallace. Some homes al- 
ready have new roofs and new 
walls, others are getting them. 

Mayor Curtis Trahan, touring 
the state to raise funds for the 
families of the victims, had raised 
nearly $700,000 which, with other 
funds, has brought the total toe 
almost a million dollars. 

The youngsters are playing ball 
in the school yards and no one 
gives a second giance to the many 
cars going back and forth on the 
highway between Galveston and 
Texas City which are without 
hoods, doors and sometimes with 
even the whole top sheared off. 

But they won't forget as long 
as they can look toward the east 
and see, silhouetted against the 
sky, the blackened, twisted metal 
which stands there like a con 
stant, grim token of tragedy.

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NANCY JANE MILLER... HER LITTLE RED BOOK SAYS SHE'S 67 YEARS OLD. 


Barefoot Nancy Jane, Following in Her Ma's Footsteps, 
Has Been Midwife in Hill Country for Many Years — Has 
Helped at More ‘Bornin's' Than She Can Remember. 


EMINENCE, Mo., May,24. 


AREFOOT Nancy Jane had 
B teen thoppin’ weeds in the 

garden but a squall of rain 
had come up, driving her inside. 
She was tidying up .the * house; 
which is something that a woman 
can do on a rainy day. Her three 
big sons sat on the porch and 
watched the rivulets form, for 
that is something that men can 
do on a rainy day. They perked 
up when the car stopped at the 
gate and took languid interest in 
the dash of the stranger to the 
shelter of the porch. Yes, this was 
where Miz, Miller lived and she 
was home. 

Nancy Jane Miller, in person, 
presently appeared, framed by the 
doorway, and appraised the vis- 
itor, speculating whether it was 
business that brought him to her 
door on a rainy day. 

For Nancy Jane is the last of 
the granny women in the Shannon 
county bills, She is-not as busy 
as she used to be, but it had al- 
Ways meant when a man had 
come running to her door, that 
some woman's time had come and 
help was needed at least until] the 
doctor could arrive from town. 
If that was what was wanted she 
would be ready in a minute, for 
nobody could say that she had 
ever refused to go when she was 
called. That was what she said 
when she learned that the visit 
was not of that nature. She was 
rather glad that it wasn’t, ‘for she 
is not as spry .as she used to be. 

“Git yow a cheer thar,’ sdid 
Mrs. Miller, expressing’ the ulti- 
mate in Ozark hill hospitality, 
seating herself on the bed. How 
long has she been a midwife in 
these parts? That would take 
some figuring. Old people couldn't 
remember without something to 
go back to. 

“Ephraim,” she called to one of 
her sons, “bring me that little red 
book out of the trunk. We might 
as wel) git it correct.” 

From the trunk Ephraim 
brought the little red book. 

“You'll find it all wrote there,” 
she said, “the year and the day 
when all my people was born and, 
if they're dead, when they died. 
My husband, John Ephraim Miller, 
wrote it all down out of my moth- 
er’s Bible so that I could have a 
family record of my own. You 
will find it put down in there 
when I was born.” 

Sure enough, in the little red 
book it was set down that on July 
15, 1879, Nancy Jane Nickols was 
born. How old would that make 
her now? That would make her 
67. Well, then, that was what she 
was, 67 goin’ on 68. You could 
depend on that. The little red 
book wasn’t exactly a Bible rec- 
ord, but it was a religious book, 
as you could see by looking at it. 
That was true. It’s title was 
“Light,” and it showed forth in 
physical facts the fulfillment of 
Revelation, with comments by J. 
F. Rutherford, apostle of the ‘‘Sec- 
ond Coming.” 

Well, now, said Mrs. Miller, she 
went to ketchin’ babies when she 
was 26 and you could figure out 
how long she had been at it. 
Whatever it figured out, that was 
how long she had been taking 
care of women in the hills when 
their time come. ' 

Her mother before her was a 
midwife, and that was how come 
she got started at it. Everybody 
called her mother Aune Jane. 
They lived right down here in 
Buckeye deestrict. How long was 
her mother a midwife? Ah, lo, she 
couldn't tell you that. Maybe 40 
year, She couldn't remember the 
time when there wasn’t men folks 
comin’ in the middle of the night 
and calling Ma to come quick as 
she could, It seemed like Ma was 
always gettin’ up in the middle of 
the night and goin’ to take care: 
of some woman whose time had

brought are still livin’,

Sometimes Ma had to take long 
and rough trips, More’n once she 
had swum her horse acrost 
Current river when there was a 
tide.

Now Nancy Jane in her time 
had had some long hard trips too. 
The longest one she could remem- 
ber was maybe 10 years ago and it 
was one of the roughest she ever 
took. One of the Simpson boys 
come in a pickup truck to fetch 
her when Arnold Sconce’s woman 
was took down. It was an awful 
night, rainin’, snowin’, sleetin’ and 
everything else. You'd call that 
rough, wouldn't you? 
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HE truck slid every which way 
T ana she never did know how 

they got through without goin’ 
into a gulley. It must have 
been because Arnold Sconce’s 
woman needed her,so bad. She 
stayed all night and next morning 
Charley Sloan brought her home. 
One thing, though, that Ma did 
she never had to do. She never 
had to swim her horse acrost the 
river. 

Her mother wasn’t what you 
would call an educated woman, 
but she could read and _ write, 
What she knew about bringin’ 
babies she got from a doctor book. 
What Nancy Jane Miller knew she 
had got second-hand from her 
mother. When her Ma was get- 
tin’ old, Nancy Jane went along 
sometimes and helped with the 
bornin’ and that way she learned 
a good deal, Then when her moth- 
er died she took up the work and 
did it the best she knew how. 

It wasn’t that she wanted to, 
but when there was no doctor 
she went and done her best. She 


of the babies she

had done pretty good, if she did — 


say it herself, as maybe she 
shouldn’t ought. In all the time 
that she had been talkin’ care of 
bornin’s she had never lost but 
two babies, and one of them was 
dead when it come into the world. 
Some of them, of course, died 
when they was little but that 
wasn’t her fault. She didn’t set 
herself up as a doctorin’ woman 
and she couldn’t help it-if one of 
them took sick and died after she 
had brought it. And in all her 
life, no woman that she’ took care 
of had died.

Hit’s been a long time that she 
has been takin’ care of the women 
here in the hills. How many? 
She has no idea. Two hundred? 
More’n that. Much morn’n that. 
She never kept no records be- 
cause she couldn’t write and a 
body kain't remember. Now she 
in 67 if it’s set down that way in 
the book and, as the feller says, 
she will soon have another birth- 
day and she'll be a little bit older, 

That's the way it goes, She has 
lived her life right here in the 
hills and she wouldn’t want to 
have lived it anywhere else. She 
has ‘moved out for a little while 
a time or two, but she didn’t like 
it in the level land and she always 
came back. Mostly she has lived 
right around here, first in Buck- 
eye Deestrict and for the last 11 
years or so here on the ridge in 
Prairie Holler Deestrict. For 27 
years she lived a mile below here 
on Indian creek. 

Mostly her trade has been in 
what she calls the neighborhood, 
along: Current and Jack’s Fork 
and Indian Creek and over the 
hills sometimes as far as Powder 
Mill Ferry at Owl’s' Bend. From 
where you're settin’, it’s about sev- 
en. miles over to Current around 
by the road but maybe five as the 
bird flies, which mostly he does 
when he’s headin’ for water.

anything about such a thing as a 
license. Horseback doctors were 
few and far between and maybe 
you could get one when you 
needed him and maybe not. So 
the hill women had to depend on 
the granny when the time came. 
In later years there has been a 
law, but Nancy Jane doesn’t know 
what's in it and has never both- 
ered about it. All that she knows 


-is that she has to make a report 


at the county seat whenever 
there’s a bornin’. There’s a paper 
that has to be sent in. She can’t 
make it out, so she takes it along 
and leaves it with the folks and 
tells them to fill it and send it in. 
She reckons they generally do. If 
they don't, it aint her fault. 


The county seat doctors say yes, 
it is against the law for the gran- 
nies to bring the babies, but the 
law isn’t enforced. Truth to tell, 
they have never minded having a 
little help from the grannies out 
in the hills, for it seems like 
women always wait until night to 
have their babies and maybe the 
rivers and creeks are up and the 
fee is highly uncertain unless the 
doctor is willing to take it out in

nest “stew,” produce a spicy 
ungarian goulash and he will 
‘change his mind mighty quick. 
For that epicurean dish is really 
nothing more than a stew brought 
to the peak of culinary perfection. 
I remember, back in 1938, sitting 
in the rose and white dining room 
of Gundel’s restaurant at the edge 
of the zoo in Budapest and con- 
suming @his dish, at its every best. 
When it is. made with the true 
Hungarian paprika, it has a dis- 
tinctive flavor typical of that con- 
diment. The paprika available in 
this country is usually too mild to 
produce the best results. 
Cherished in my library is a 
little paper-back volume, the Hun- 
Book by: Charles 
Gundel, proprietor of the Zoologi- 
cal Gardens Restaurant, to give it 
its formal name—though no one 
ever called it anything but “Gun- 
. del’s.” And in it is the recipe for 
real Hungarian Goulash, which I 
am passing along to you.

TWO OR THREE pounds of 
lean beef or end of fillet are cut 
in medium-sized pieces. Four large 
onions are chopped and cooked to 
a golden brown in two tablespoons 
butter. The beef is seasoned with 


salt and sauted in a little extra/,, 


butter until browned. Then it is 
added, to the other butter and 
onions. Three tablespoons Hun- 
garian paprika and a small green 
pepper cut into dice are stirred in. 
Three cups of stock are added— 
beef bouillon will do—and the 
whole is brought to a boil and al- 
lowed to cook about two and one- 
half hours or until the meat starts 
to fall apart. — > | 

Then it is checked for seasoning 
and the goulash (“Gulyas” in Hun- 
garian) is served with noodles, 
boiled potatoes or three or four 
Potatoes cut into pieces the same 
size as the pieces of meat, and 
added to the lash about half- 
way through the cooking period.

As shown in New York last 
} Tuesday and Wednesday the col- 
lection included 91 works of 14 
artists, each assigned a different 
aspect of the task of depicting 
contemporary life in Missouri. 
When the department store pro- 
ject ‘was announced last June it 
included 10 artists employed 
through the Associated American 
Artists, and including Thomas 
Hart Benton, famed Missouri 
painter. 

Benton, however, withdrew on 
the grounds that the other artists, 
while competent, did not under- 
stand the subject of the assign- 
ment. Benton said he did not 
wish to “get my ideas of Missouri 
mixed up with a bunch of tourist 
snapshots, however high class.” 
Subsequently the project was ex- 
panded to include five Missouri 
artists, and Benton, although re- 
maining out of the project, voiced 
his approval. 

Several works not quite fin- 
ished and not shown in New York 
will be Included in the exhibit as 
shown in St. Louis, Vandervoort 
store officials said. St, Louisans 
who saw the New York exhibit, 
however, expressed considerable 
interest, particularly in the por- 
trayal of familiar landmarks and 
scenes. 

Tentatively chosen as a typical 
Missouri scene, to be used on the 
cover of the catalogue of the ex- 
hibit when one is prepared, is a 
painting by Adolf Dehn, Minne- 
sota artist, called “A Fine Day in 
Missouri.” It is a rural scene, 
painted near Cameron, Mo. 

St. Louis scenes include two 
paintings by Fred Conway of St. 
Louis. Another, “Union Station,” 
shows a group of persons near the 
train barriers. 

Fletcher Martin, a Californian 
by birth, has a painting of the ill- 
fated packet boat, “The Golden 
Eagle,” among his works in the 
collection. Martin also has paint-

Burra has drawn unusual atten- 
tion’ in the contemporary British 
painting exhibition at City Art 
Museum, Since the traveling col- 
lection was installed May 15, 
many persons have been observed 
grouped about Burra’s works, and 
for extended periods of time. 
Sixty pictures by 13 leading paint- 
ers are in the show. It will end 
June 17. 

Burra’s “Bal de Pendues,” a 
Slightly surrealistic water color 
more than five feet high, has re- 
ceived special study. Several 
hangings in various stages of com- 
pletion are going forward, Scaf- 
folding is used in the background 
for a series of executions. 

In the foreground,;a fiendish, 


grinning creature sits on a branch 
tying a knot in a rope at the end 
of which dangles a limp, faceless 
hulk. Color is arbitrary, with 
blood tones predominant. The 
picture is dated 1937, when the 
artist was in Spain and witnessed 
the civil war. 
Unusual Perspective. 

The artist's “The Torturers” 
shows two nude, muscular male 
‘igures splashed with blood. Their 
taut stances suggest imminent vio- 
lence. With faces masked, they 
hold ornately jagged weapons as 
they wait for fresh victims. These 
are just entering a stone corridor 
running far back on the right of 
the picture. A myriad of repeti- 
tions of identical patterns in the

supplies phenomenal depth. 


Burra, a former designer of 
Stage scenery, successfully uses a 
similar stereoscopic effect, always 
on the right side of the composi- 
tion, in “Bal de Pendues,” “Har- 
lem” and in other of his pictures 
which are not on view but which 
illustrate the monograph on him 
by John Rothenstein, director of 
the Tate Gallery, London. The. 
mu- 
seum, 

Rothenstein states the artist has 
learned from masters as diverse 
as Dali and El Greco. He ‘eels 


that Burra’s painting reflects a 
“prevailing sense of the imminence 
of vast issues and vast catastro- 
phes” and that it exemplifies the 
“resurgence of the imaginative 
impulge” in British art. “In the 
intensity and grandeur of his ap- 
prehension of the great drama 
now being enacted Burra stands 
alone,” Rothenstein concludes. 


Reaction to Henry Moore, 


Henry Moore, considered by crit- 
ics as the outstanding artist in 
the group; was observed to be 
slighted by most gallery-goers. 
His colors are too subtle to catch 
the eye promptly. The common- 
est treatment was rapidly to pass 
by his “Standing Figures,” “Re- 
clining Figures” and “Drawing for 
Sculpture.” These are vague 
drawings preoccupied with pat- 
terns of the human body, which 
often is hollowed out in echoing 
rhythmic contours. 

More attention was given his 
“Row of Sleepers” and “Brown 
Tube Shelter,” similar in coloring 
and shape, but more meaningful 
in relation to human experience. 
Moore executed these air raid pic- 
tures as an official war artist. 

Many art students reversed the 
general public’s habits of view- 
ing. They were fondest of Moore 
and tarried longest in front of 
those of his works that are most 
nearly divorced from experience. 
John Tunnard, who confines him- 
self in all seven of his exhibits 
to intricate solid geometry ab- 
stractions in vivid color, Was an- 
other of their favorites. 

“Tin Mine, Miner Approaching,” 
by Graham Sutherland, is notable 
for rough outline of excavation 
and orchestration of shades of 
violet with tints of yellow. An 
art school student advocated ig- 
noring the tracks and figure of the 
miner in order to concentrate on 
enjoying the abstract beauty of 
the contour and color of over- 
hanging crags. 

Windsor Castle Painting. 

John Piper drew favorable and 
casual 
gallery visitors with his “View 
of the Round Tower, Windsor Cas- 
tle,” which Queen Elizabeth com- 
missioned him to paint. It is one 
of the most realistic paintings in 
the show. It is also quite unlike 
many of his other works, such 
as the abstract “Forms on Blue” 
and the confused “Salisbury Un- 
der Plow.” 

The historic round tower stands 
out in clear light against a’ sky 
showing signs of an approaching 
storm. An impression of vast dis- 
tance is achieved by chiaroscuro 
and choice of point of view, Om- 
inous grandeur enhvelops the work, 
but its chief virtues are not ex- 
actly those of what experts call 
contemporary art, 

Other exhibitors are Edward 
Bawden, Frances Hodgkins, Wil- 
liam Coldstream, Eric Ravilious, 
Stanley Spencer, Robert Colqu- 
houn, David Jones and R. Vivian 
Pitchforth. The collection is the 
first of its exact kind within the 
memory of museum officers. A 
retrospective exhibition of British 
painting, representing historic de- 
velopment, however, came to the 
museum in 1940, following a show- 
ing at the New York World's 
Fair. 

Andrew C. Ritchie, director of 
the Albright Art Gallery, Butfalo, 

Y., who assembled the pic- 
tures, will talk on them tomorrow 
at 8 p.m. at the museum. 

Architecture Exhibition. 

“Architecture 1947,” the display 
of the St. Louis chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects, 
has been popular with museum 
visitors.

Real estate people are having to 
get back to work. The business 
is moving toward a sounder basis 
of operation than characterized 
the brief postwar spree. There 
still exist elements of unsoundness 
that. .need close watching and, in 
some cases positive action. All 
things considered, business is 
good, and clear thinking may go a 
long way to keep it so.”

Workers Cause Damage. 
Having these winged termites in 
or around the house is annoying, 
but in a way they are doing the 
home owners a good turn, because 
their presence is a warning that 
there is an established termite 
colony in the immediate vicinity, 
which may be eating away at the 
understructure of the house. The 
swarmers themselves do not eat 
wood; their only function is repro- 
duction, thus perpetuating the life 
of the colony. It’s the thousands 
of workers they leave behind in 
the fiest that do the dirty work. 
Of course one doesn't always see 
swarmer termites, even though the 
prope may be infested. Fre- 
quently termites swarm beneath 
the house only, and never get out 
into the epen. When they do get 
outside they remain in sight only 
a short time, 

Sometimes one won't see the 
termites themselves, but will see 
thousands of tiny wings in the 
basement, or even in the house, 
Swarmer termites pry off their 
wings just as soon as they alight 
from their brief flight. 

Methods Useless. 

One can get rid of the winged 
termites very easily just by sweep- 
ing them up with a broom, But 
getting rid of the army of wood- 
eating worker termites they leave 
behind is a different matter. The 
worker termites live in their nest 
deep in the ground and come up 
to attack the wood in the house. 
They work inside the wood only, 
and rarely’come through the sur- 
face. Thus, the use of sprays, 
powders, fumigation and other 
usual extermination methods for 
insect pests doesn't affect them. 

The only effective and lasting 
way to protect a house from ter- 
mites is to block off all approaches 
to it, in effect insulating the 
house from the ground, where the 
termites live. The only practical 
method of doing this in the case 
of an existing building is by chem- 
ical means. This is a rather in- 
volved and somewhat costly 
process, which calls for trained 
# workmen and special equipment. 

If swarmer termites show up in 
or near the home the best bet is 
to call a reliable termite control 
concern at once to have a thorough 
check made ef the property. Such 
inspections may save lots of money 
by preventing expensive damage, 
if the home is infested. If possi- 
ble save a few specimens of the 
winged termites for the inspector 
and show him the area from 
which they came.

At least one organization has a 
system of piping built into metal 
baseboard, but probably the latest 
wrinkle, or at least that which has 
had most sagem oe attention re- 
cently is the placing of very small, 
copper tubing in the ceiling.

St. Louis has many residential 
installations, some put in as much

with Prof. Arch Burgess as in- 
structor. 
A test unit of radiant heating 
has been installed in the chapter 
house of Beta Theta Pi in Frater-

water. Therefore, a lateral is 
taken from the cold water line 
at some convenient point and con- 
nected to a heater or a coil in the 
furnace.

Water heaters or 
water storage tanks, particularly 
those served by means of furnace 
coils, should be provided with a 
relief valve. Many installations 
exist in the city in which furnace 
heat is not regulated automati- 
cally. If the furnace then be- 
comes over-heated or the water 
is permitted to heat too long, 
@ pressure may be created which 
must be relieved or one of two 
things may happen: 


(a) The storage 
burst, or 


(b) The excessive pressure may 
ae the water back into the 
main. : 


A sufficient number of drain 
cocks should be installed so that 
water can be removed from the 
pipes in cases of necessity, as for 
instance, a building to be vacated 
for some time. If the water is 
permitted to remain in the pipes 
and fixtures in the winter, the 
water system as well as fixtures 
may be ruined by freezing. 

Pressures Equalized. 

All waste water from plumbing 
fixtures is removed by a system 
of soil pipes and drains to city 
sewers. A good plumbing instal- 
lation usually has all plumbing 
fixtures located within close prox- 
imity to each other so that a

A main soil pipe for each group | 


of fixtures must be extended 


through the roof of the building 
in order to remove foul odors 
and gases, as well as equalize air 
pressures in the system, 

Basements should be provided 
with ample floor drains to which 
the floor should be sloped. 

All underground soil pipes and 
sewer pipes within the pbuilding 
must be of cast-iron, extending to 
a point 5 feet outside the founda- 
tion wall. From this point, we 
sewer line may be constructed 
of clay pipe. Somewhere in this 
latter portion of the line, the main 
sewer trap and fresh air inlet 
must be installed. The fresh air 
inlet is to be placed on the 
“house” side of the trap and. ex- 
tended to the level of the ground. 
This fresh air inlet creates a cir- 
culation of fresh air through the 
entire plumbing system and also 
provides a means of permitting 
odors to escape to the outside air. 

Subject to Inspection, 

All plumbing and sewering must 
be done by bonded and licensed 
contracting or master plumbers, 
who are the only ones who can 
secure the necessary permits for 
plumbing work. Years ago, any 
one recognizing a wrench and 
hammer felt himself qualified to 
install plumbing, resulting in 
many faulty systems. Conditions 
of such serious nature were dis- 
covered that the City Government 
decided to qualify the plumbers 
and inspect the work before the 


installations were accepted. This 
requirement has not been changed 
or altered in the new. Code. 


All plumbing work is subject to 
City Inspections by the Section 
of Plumbing Inspection. When 
work is done by bonded and li- 
censed plumbers, augumented by 
City inspections, all persons can 
rest assured the safety and wel- 
fare of the public is maintained.

1, Qne-family bungalows and 
residences require at least one 
water closet, one lavatory, one 
bath tub or shower and one sink. 
It is permissible to have more 
than one bathroom. However, in 
single family residences additional 
sinks are prohibited, except, of 
course, one in the basement or 
utility room for laundry purposes. 
The prohibition of additional sinks 
is necessary so that multiple fam- 


is made’ impossible. 

2, In new residences it is recom- 
mended an additional water closet 
be installed in the basement. If 
the financial condition of the 
owner is such that this cannot be 
done, at least the sewer lines 
should be extended to the future 
location of the toilet and proper 
fittings inserted in the water lines 
so that a future toilet may be 
installed with minimum expense. 

3. For larger installations of 
toilet rooms nationally recognized 
formulas have been adopted for 
determining the number of toilets 
for both sexes, and the number 
of lavatories required for various 
uses of building structures, Larger 


installations require the services| 


of architects and engineers, who 
in addition to the above must cal- 
culate the sizes of water and 
waste lines. 


One-Inch Feed Required. 

The remainder of this article 
will concern itself primarily with 
the smaller home installations in 
which most are personally inter- 
ested. Each new home requires 
a one-inch copper or lead connec- 
tion to the water main, so that an 
ample supply of water will be 
obtained at all plumbing fixtures, 
“oven though a number of them 
may be used at the same time. 


remember that water for the bath 
tub was not available when the 
sprinklers were being used in the 
parden. From the point at which 
water enters the house, the re- 
mainder of the water system may 
be installed with brass, copper or 
galvanized iron pipe. To elimi- 
nate water-hammer, air chambers 
are necessary at one or more 
points. These air chambers are 
merely extensions added to the 
water piping above the highest 
points of the fixtures, so the en- 
trapped air acts as a cushion to 
absorb differences in pressures. 
Pressure differences are caused 
when one closes a faucet or tap 
quickly. By that action the flow 
of water is stopped suddenly and 
creates a difference in pressure. 
Therefore, when an air cushion is 
installed, a place is provided in 
which the pressure difference may 
be dissipated. 

Sinks, lavatories, bath-tubs and 
showers must of course be pro-

thinning, thin sparingly with tur- 
pentine. The surface to be painted 
should be clean and dry—free of 
oil, dust particles, dirt, etc, Before 


the liquid into another container, 
then stir thoroughly whatever go- 
lidified pigment may remain in 
the original can. Then pour back 
the liquid and stir thoroughly, 
and then “box” the paint by pour- 
ing it several times from One Con- 
tainer to another. Remember 
while painting, pause. from time 
to time to stir against lumps, and 
in this way you will have a smooth, 
uniform coating. Be sure to fol- 
low the directions of the manufac- 
turer. He has prepared his prod- 
uct and is more equipped than 
anyone else to give advice on its 
use, 

Use a good quality brush, of 
sensible size—don’t try to get into 
tight corners with a big brush or 
do a wall with a Httle one. If 
brush is new it should be given a 
24hour soaking in linseed oil be- 
fore putting in paint. 

Ailow plenty of time between 
coats—enough so that paint has 
dried hard and firm. For best re- 
sults interior painting should be 
done when air is warm and dry, 
and with plenty of air circulating. 

In using colors, when choosing 
from color charts, remember the 
color of the finished job will be 
somewhat deeper because it has 
been applied to a greater surface, 
In choosing colors, remember also 
the simple ruleg will always ap- 
ply. The blues and greens are 
“cool” colors and the yellows and 
orange shades are “warm.” The 
light colors give a room an appear- 
ance of greater spaciousness, while 
the dark colors will do just the 
opposite. Remember, it costs no 
more to have a good color scheme 
than it does to have a poor one, 
and it is the wise painter who 
chooses his colors carefully and

Selecting the proper floor cover- 
ing is one of the most important 
jsteps in decorating a room, No 
=i matter how proper the furniture, | 
draperies and accessories are, the 
balance of a room can be de- 
stroyed by the wrong choice in 
floor covering. 


The type of room dictates the 
type of floor covering. If a rug 
is the choice it must be the right 
size since too much bare floor 
around a rug makes a room look 
smaller. A small room can gain 
in size by having the floor covered 
with a wall-to-wall carpet, rather 
than a rug. The color of the rug 
or carpet forms the color key of 
the room. Furnishings, draperies 
and wall paper are-changed more 
often than the floor covering. 

Names applying to weaves are 

mystery. to most shoppers. 
Wilton, Axminster, velvet, broad- 
loom have little meaning to the 
uninitiate. A Wilton rug derives 
its name from the town of Wil- 
ton, England, where this type of 
rug first was woven. It is a wool 
or worsted cut-pile fabric contain- 
ing from two to six colors. Ax- 
minster weave is distinguishable 
because the carpet or rug may be 
rolled lengthwise but not cross- 
wise, Every tuft is used on the 
surface of the rug and the only 
yarn not in sight is that needed 
for binding the pile surface to

ECHNICAL blems of tele- 
vision largely have been over- 
come. equal importance 

are the —— of staging a tele- 
vision show. While still in the 
pionsering stage, television pro- 
duction techni steadily are be- 
ing developed, undergoing con- 
stant change and improvement. 
The tele-acudience sees and 
hears only the end product of tele- 
vision. It doesn't see and hear the 
systematic confusion that  sur- 
rounds the complex business of 
getting a telecast on the air. 
Television's many little pro- 
duction problems merge into a 
single big one because a telecast 
is a one-shot proposition. There 
can be no retakes. An endless 
stream of fresh material must be 
poured into the maw of the tele- 
vision camera. The same thing 
cannot be repeated, for pictures 
stick in the audience's memory. 
' Scripts must be written for visual 
as well as auditory effects. Light- 
ing, costuming, music, acting, set 
designing and arrangement are 
but a few of the factors in this 
complicated production problem. 
ours, sometimes days of 
elaborate preparation by a score 
of experts—performers, writers, 
producers, directors, technicians, 
engineers—may go into a telecast 
that will run 10 minutes. Other 
types pet cron such as inter- 
views newscasts, may be pro- 
duced in a spontaneous manner, 
but even these require an unusual- 
ly large number of studio workers. 
In a simple news program, the 
tele-cudience sees and hears one 
person — the newscaster. They 
don’t see the other seven men in-

volved in the telecast—two cam- 
era men, stagehand, sound man, 
two camera control operators, and 
the director. 

Telecasting a baseball 
requires the services of 13 men. 
They must work as a closely co 
ordinated team to give the tele 
audience — pictures and ac- 
curate oral descriptions of fast 
moving action, the pictures and 
words complementing each other.

Seven television stations 
in five cities are now on the air 
regularly, an additional three. ir- 
regularly. Fifty construction per- 
mits for television stations in 35 
cities have been approved, and 
nine applications are pending. 

In the St. Louis area, the 
Post-Dispatch television station, 
KSD-TV, transmits programs on a 
minimum average of four hours 
a day, five days a week. There 
are about 400 television receivers 
in the area.

ANISH PASTRY is the foundation for many types of 
coffee cake. Rich in butter and eggs, it is leavened 
with yeast, usually topped with a cooked fruit mixture. 

The baked stollen or ring is glazed with a thin icing. 

Danish pastry, as made by Paul Harting, production 
superintendent for Ellerbrock Bakeries, calls for five table- 
spoons each of butter and sugar, creamed. Eight egg 
yolks, three-fourths tablespoon salt and the grated rind and 
juice of'a lemon are stirred in creamed mixture. Then 
three-fourths pound bread flour and three-eighths 
cake flour are sifted and blended with mixture. Yeast cake 
dissolved in cup lukewarm milk is added. 

Dough mixture is covered and chilled, then rolled into 
an oblong. Meanwhile, one-half cup each of shortening 
and butter have been blended and set aside. This blend is 
spread on two-thirds of dough sheet, which then Seal 
over in thirds and again out. Procedure is 
twice and dough again c aa ; 

To make cherry topping, using canned sot ffuit, boil 
together one-third cup each of sugar, water and 
juice for 10 minutes. Add one cup cherries, and heat. 
Stir in one teaspoon cornstarch dissolved in two teaspoons 
water. Let mixture come to a boil and remove from heat. 
For nut filling, mix one-fourth cup each of sugar and almonc 
paste, six tablespoons butter, a sprinkling of cinnamon, one 
egg yolk, and one-half cup chopped nutmeats. Thin to 
spreading consistency with a little milk.
